— It  is  now  estimated  that  the  cost  of  the 
VVellaiKl  (.'anal,  u  lieii  completed,  will  W  $55,000,000.  Thr 
statement  was  made  by  Hun.  W.  C.  Kennedy,  Minister  of 
Railways  and  Canah,  in  the  House  of  Commons  this  afternoon.  The 
orig^inal  e.stiniatc  of  the  co'st  of  the  canal  was  $50,000,000.  Up  to 
date  the  expenditure  has  been  $30,000,000.  The  .statement  was  made 
during  consideration  of  a  vote  olF  $8,000,000  for  the  canal. 

T.  H.  McConica.  Pr()frres5i\ c.  Battlcford,  said  he  had  l>rrii  in 
formed  that  even  when  c«»mpleted  the  canal  would  not  make  it 
posiH>le  to  use  much  larger  ships  because  of  the  lack  of  depth  in  the 
channel.

All  rellgiona  are  free  and  placed 
under  the  protection  of  the  law  in  so 
far  as  their  pracUcea  do  not  Intertere 
with  public  order  or  publla  morala. 

All  £:gyptian  oitlsana  ara  equal  be- 
fore the  law,  and  every  ana,  without 
distinction  of  nationality,  religion  or 
language,  is  guaranteed  freedom  of 
civil  and  political  righta.  All  ara 
eligible  for  public  offlooa  and  honors. 

All  people  of  Eg^'ptian  naUoaallty 
belonging  to  racial,  rellylotM  or  poli- 
tical minoritiea  are  given  the  same 
righta  and  guarantees  aa  any  other 
person  of  ICgyptian  nationality,  espe- 
chilly  in  \rhat  (i>nceTnB  the  eatabllsh- 
merit  of  social,  religious,  benevolent 
or  educatlon»l  Institutions  and  the 
uae  of  their  own  language. 

The  recruitment,  organisation  and 
statue  of  the  army  will  ba  datarmlnad 
by  legislation.

sometimes  for  weeks,  by  trees  blown 
down  by  the  wind.  The  loss  occa- 
sioned in  this  way  is  very  serious,  but 
it  is  sustained  again  and  again,  where- 
•a  the  idea  of  providing  permanent 
roads,  which  wottld  remain  available 
to  triffic,  except  tinder  the  mo&t  ab- 
normal circumstances,  would  well  re- 
pay those  who  arc  responsible  for 
their  consfmetion  and  upkeep.  The 

road  problem  nf  Canada,  to  onr  way 
of  thinking,  is  ;ust  as  much  a  question 
of  better  roads  as  well  aa  more  of 
them.  It  is  time  we  commenced  to 
build,  in  every  way,  for  the  future 
and  aot  imt  to  meet  immediate  ex- 
igenries  Permanent  and  durable 
traffic  facilities  will  promote  pcrman- 
eat  aettletaeat  Settlers  who  are  sub- 
ject to  delays  and  inconveniences 
through  the  operations  of  weather 
vagaries  oa  the  highways  X>ver  which 
thejr  transact  their  business  become 
discouraged  and  often  give  up  what 
they  are  forced  to  regard  aa  a  los- 
ing fight.  They  should  have  an  aux- 
iliary and  a  powerful  oae  ki  tkt  Good 
Roads  Movement. 

We  hope,  that  the  meeting  here  of 
the  Cood  Roads  enthusiasts  will 
bring  forcibly  home  to  our  Provin- 
cial Government  the  need  of  better 
highways  in  this  Province.  We  hope, 
too,  that  the  convention  will  devote 
aa«a  tkaa^  to  tka  diaeaaeiaa  of  the 

promotion  of  t'lr  durability  of  higli 
ways,  the  widening  of  them  and  the 
pfgf^lao  of  iMcb  pavements  ts  will 
l«lt  etot^  Ike  wear  and  tear  of  in- 
creasing motor  traffic.  We  have  a 
good  deal  to  teara  about  the  appli- 
<ation  of  the  knowledge  of  how  to 
bgild  good  roads.  There  ahould  be 
a^atandard  below  wWch  no  Govern- 
ment should  fall  in  this  respect.  Our 
highways  should  be  built,  not  only 
far  ourselves,  but  for  posterity.  Such 
ti^fic  facilMaa  would  be  penaaacnt 
atsets  in  promoting  land  settlement, 
in  encouraging  the  cooling  of  tousists 
aii  ia  giving  to  our  coantry  a  repa- 
tMlon  for  stability  in  transportatida 
iMdPities.  The  Good  Roads  Aseoai»- 
tkm  has  a  kigk  alia  to  attain,  bttt 
'lie  trarhiiiK  of  the  Ri  al  \\  ill  well  re- 
pay ail  the  energy  which  is  beaag  *x- 
>tadcd  by  the  delegates  wko  are  vis- 
itlag  Victoria  «d*  week.

A  OOVERNMENT  MONOPOLY 


The  bill  introduced  into  the  I'edera! 
House  of  Commons  designed  to  make 
Provincial  Governments  the  sole  im- 
porters of  liquors  in  the  Dominion  is 
a  measure  which,  no  doubt,  in  the 
coarse  of  time,  will  have   to  pass 

through  the  challenge  of  the  courts. 
It  is  one  of  those  pieces  of  legisla- 
tion which  create  work  for  lawyers. 

It  is  a  Governinen'  measure,  brought 
in  as  an  amendment  to  the  Temper- 
ance Act,  but  no  efforta  seem  to  have 
been  made  to  ascertain  how  far  it 
conflicts  with  the  rights  of  inter-Pro- 
vincial trading  as  defined  under  the 
Bdtiah  North  America  Act.  The  bill 
primarily  is  designed  to  give  British 
Columbia  a  monopoly  in  the  liquor 
traffic.  That  means  that  any  prices 
for  liquors  that  the  Covernment  sees 
fit  may  be  charged  because  there  will 
be  ao  competition.  This  is  a  retro- 
grade step,  for  a  check  of  some  char- 
acter on  the  prices  charged  by  our 
Liquor  Caatral  Board  is  sadly 
needed. 

The  amendment  to  the  Temper 
ance  Act  now  before  the  House  of 
Commons  is  legislatioB  la  restraint  of 
trade,  and  for  that  reason  will  tin 
doubtedly  be  tested.  The  bona  fides 
of  oar  Proviaeial  Governaient  In 
wanting  a  monopoly  of  the  liquor 
traffic  will  be  proved  by  the  prices 
it  tkarges  hereafief.  Tketo  tra  aow 

due  for  a  substantial  reduction,  and, 
inasmuch  as  our  Attorney-General 
has  publicly  announced  that  he  in- 
trii  i.  to  enforce  the  Liquor  Control 
Act  for  moral  purposes  and  not  for 
profit  making,  we  can  confidently  ex- 
pect that  the  monopoly  about  to  be 
given  lo  the  Province  will  not  be 
abused.  In  the  meantime  the  pro- 
posed legislation  at  Ottawa  affcetinfr 
the  Iiqu6r  traffic  will  have  \r  stinJ 
the  test  of  the  courts  before  it  is  fully 
a^Mhtfara*

for  educational  purposes.  The  prob- 
lem is  the  same  in  all  the  four  West- 
ern Praalaces.  Perhaps  something 
is  accomplished  by  this  know  Ii-d,,;? 
being  placed  on  record.  The  panacea 
of  the  Conacil  ia  tka  ItopiiltioB  of 
new  taxation,  at  least  that  is  the  only 
interpretation  that  can  be  placed  on 
tha  prapowl  lor  aa  lacooM  taa.  It 
it  true  that  the  income  tjx  is  to  be 
iini^sed  with  th«  idea  of  reducing 
municipal  rates,  but  experience  has 
shown,  in  this  city  at  least,  that  an 
acaaation  of  revenue  from  any  other 
saaree  does  aot  anaa  a  rcdectkm  ia 
the  taxes  already  imposed  for  muni- 
cipal purposes.  The  CnuiKil  would 
have  done  well  to  take  v.i>  liie  whole 
question  of  educational  costs  with  a 
view  to  recommending  what  should 
be  the  scope  and  limits  of  state  edu- 
cation. It  is  the  elasticity  of  the 
present  system  and  the  optional 
power  of  increasing  ita  cost  which 
have  brougkt  tka  kardta  of  taxation 
for  "school   purpaiM  to  hs  prewat 

pitch.  ^ 

The  edueatleaal  jproblem  will  never 

be  solved  until  the  State  rigidly  de- 
fines what  can  be  done  in  the  matter 
of  State  edacatioa  aad  beyond  which 
no  authority  may  venture.  The  his- 
tory of  education  in  this  Province 
hss  been  one  of  a  contkioally  expand- 
ing curriculum  and  the  provision  of 
higher  education,  gt  only  a  BOminal 
cost  to  the  student,  no  ma{Mr  what 
that  stodent's  circuaistaaees  in  life 
may  be.  The  State  is  gradually  be- 
coming father  and  mother  and  nurse 
to  the  rising  gaaoratlon  aad  the  do- 
mestic influence  is  restricted  to  pay- 
ing the  demands  which  the  State 
makes  on  the  pockets  of  the  tax- 
payer. The  facilities  of  State  rduca 
Uon  are  being  abused,  and  that  is 
why  the  expense  has  grown  out  of 
bounds.  They  will  contiaae  to  be 
abused  just  so  long  as  there  is  such 
elasticity  in  the  system.  These  are 
the  feat  ures  of  State  education 
which  should  have  been  considered 
by  the  Council  of  Municipal  Unions. 
The  solufion  of  the  problem  does 
not  lie  in  finding  more  money  to  fill 
the  insatiable  maw  of  on  educational 
bureaucracy,  but  in    ekeeklag  the 

power  of  that  bureaucracy  so  that  it 
is  coafined  within  the  limits  which 
the  paa#ft  csli  affkrd^

LIFE  AND  WORKS 

OF  TUOMA&  HOOD 


Juat  one  hundred  years  ago  tMa 
May  there  waa  published  in  Englaa4 
a  new  periodical  known  aa  ThO  Z^oa* 
don  Magaalna.  Ita  aub-edltor  was 
<ina  Thomas  Hood.  This  young  en- 
eravar  was  amply  qualified  to  throw 
ualde  hla  etching  toola  and  taka  up 
tha  pan.  At  tirat  ha  waa.(i  aort  or 
aupertor  proof eroadar.  thOn  ha  In- 
vented facetiaua  anawara  to  oorra- 
apondents,  and  ahortly  he  took  an  ee- 
tablLshed  place  nmoog:  the  contrlbu- 
lora  to  thin  n\agaKJne;  in  this  wu.\  he 
fell  III  with  Charles  I^mb  (who  be- 
came a  life-long  friend),  with  Barry 
Cornwall  and  with  Charlaa  DIokana 
and  othar  eonganlal  iplrtts  of  that 
day. 

A  llttia  later  wo  fUM  him  proprie- 
tor and  editor  of  a  adil  mora  famous 
magailna  known  aa  "Itood'a  Own' — 
oertalaljr  thla  waa  an  appropriate 
title,  for  Ita  pagaa  wore  flflad  with 
Jingle  Jokaa  and  rhymaa  of  thoaa  good 
old-faahlonod  tlmoa.  ooming  at  a 
period  whao  tha  Utaratitra,  agiaolally 
the  poetry,  waa  of  poMgroiia  and 
aerloua  theme. 

A  fHwiiMi  focirnaj 

Thomaa  Hood  first  saw  tha  light  of 
day— or  as  he  puta  It — thd  fog  of  da> , 
In  tha  olty  of  London  on  May  2lrd, 
17»9.  Ha  exuIU  In  the  Oet  that,  be- 
ing a  genuine  Cockney,  ho  oould  thiu 
rank  himself  with  Milton,  Byron, 
l.*mh,  «ray.  T'ope  and  many  other 
town-born  authors,  whoae  fame  had 
triumphed  over  the  "bills*  of  mor- 
tality! 

lie  was  one  of  six  chilUieri.  three 
of  whom,  Hiid  ihi3  fact  in  orninoua 
died  of  consurnpf  lot] ;  his  father  was 
a  native  of  Scotland,  t)ut  at  the  time 
of  this  aon'M  tilitli.  a  member  of  a 
I.,ondon  publl^liln^;  house,  known  ai 
\'crnoii.  Iloud  and  .Shnriv  The  rider 
Hood  waa  hlnifi«>lf  of  a  literar\'  turn 
(so  few  publlshera  are  that  nowa- 
day.^) and  wrote  two  novels- ■  long 
einoe  forgotten.  In  this  way  Thomas 
Ifoud  was  wont  to  explain  ^10  dash 
uf  ink  in  his  own  blood. 

Certainly  pathoa  and  humor  linked 
their  hands  acroas  the  cradle  of 
Thomaa  Hood,  over  the  creationa  of 
hia  brain  and  the  events  of  his  brief 
me;  their  Joint  poaaeaaion  ne\ar 
slackened  Ita  hold  for  a  moment. 

In  oar  strangaiy  mingled  life 
laughter  and  tears  are  iMvor  far 
apart,  and  In  tha  wrMnCi  of  this 
young  poet  one  dIseoTora  a  fidam  of 
mirth  throogh  tho  toara  mm  thm  n 
thtaly  iraOod  sadaosg  bSUthc 
smila.

A  Lonely  Child  ^ 

\S  lUiam  Makepeace  Thackeray 

AW.SSl  or  two  after  the  Battle  of  Water- 
.  loo  a  verv  small  boy  said  good-bye  to 
his  beautiful  mother  and  left  Calcutta, 
in  India,  for  his  parents'  home  in  England. 
He  was  a  delicate  little  fellow,  and  his 
mother  was  afraid  that  if  she  kept  him  with 
her  in  the  hot  climate  he  would  die. 

The  child's  name  (rather  an  odd  one)  was 
W  illiam  Makepeace  Thackeray.  He  grew  up 
to  be  one  of  England's  greatest  story-tellers 
and  the  enemy  of  all  sham  and  humbug. 

As  the  big  ship  sailed  out  of  the  harbor, 
William  thought  of  nothing  but  ^e  loss  of 
the  dear  mother  who,  throughoMt  all  hia 
short  life,  had  loved  and  tended  llilll.  Ha 
could  not  remember  his  lather,  whose  life  had 
ended  when  he  was  very  young,  so  his  mother 
was  all  in  all  to  Inm  The  little  friend  who 
sto<jd  by  his  side  could  not  conjfort  him,  for 
he,  too,  had  left  his  dear  ones  behind. 

Happily,  little  folk  soon  forget  their 
troubles,  and  the  boys  were  soon  pla\  ing 
about  the  big  ship  and  making  friends  with 
the  sailors.  A  servant  had  charge  of  the 
boys,  ])ut  he  must  have  been  a  silly  man. 
After  they  had  been  many  weeks  at  sea  the 
ship  called  at  the  lonely  island  of  St.  Htlena. 
The  boys  were  taken  ashore  and  saw  Na- 
poleon Bonaparte,  once  the  great  emperor  of 
France,  walking  up  and  down.  They  whisper- 
ed to  the  servant,  asking  who  this  stranger 
wa*;  They  were  told  lus  name  and  that  he 
ate  little  boys.  The  man  was,  of  course,  jok- ' 
ing.  but 'he  forgot  how  young  his  little  charge 
wa*  William  was  ternblv  frightened,  and- 
was  only  pacified  when  the  shores  of  the 
island  faded  from  sight. 

In  England  W  illiam  went  to  stay  first 
with  a  granduncle  and  then  with  his  grand- 
father and  aunt.  For  a  little  while  he  was 
happy  playing  in  the  beautiful  oM-Miioned 
gardens  and  making  friends  with  the  kind 
servants.  In  the  fresh,  sweet  air  he  grew 
stronger.  But  his  good  relatives  tfid  ttOt 
think  be  should  be  idle,  young  thoi^  Ka 
was.  He  was  sent  to  school  and  then  the  poor 
child,  who  had  been  petted  and  loved  all  his 
life,  was  verV  miserable.  The  school  was  cold 
— bitterly  cold— to  the  child  used  to  Indian 
.Summers..  The  food  was  nasty  and,  worst  of 
all.  the  master  was  always  f1«)gging  the  boys 
when  they  mide  mistakes  in  their  lessons  or 
broke  the  school  rules.  He  went  to  two 
schools  for  small  boys,  but  one  was  as  bad 

as  the  other.  One  of  them  was  at  Chiswick,  a 
very  beautiful  spot  a  few  miles  from  London. 
Here  life  was  so  hard  that   the  child  was 

tempted  to  run  away. 

Thackeray,  himself,  Dickens  and  Charlotte 
Bronte  in  their  novels  helped  to  j}ring  about 
better  times  for  helfrfess  children  in  board* 

ing  schools. 

It  was  a  little  l)etter  at  the  famous  Char- 
terhouse School  in  London  to  which  young 
Thackera\  was  afterwards  sent.  For  one 
thing,  his  dear  mother  had  come  home,  and 
he  could  spend  his  ludidays  with  her.  The 
headmaster  was  stern,  but  as  Thackeray  said 
r)f  him  afterwards,  "If  he  was  a  beast,  he  was 
a  just  beast.  '  There  were  plenty  of  books 
to  be  had.  and  though  the  master  boxed  his 
ears  'roundly  when  he  caught  him  reading 
"  W  averly  ■  or  "Kenilworth''  instead  of  study- 
ing his  Latin  Grammar,  Thackeray  kept  on 
reading  every  story  he  could  get  hold  of. 
Kven  a  Latin  tale  would  pay  for  the  trouble 
of  translating  it.  • 

The  other  boys  listened  with  delight  as 
he  retf)ld  the  stories  in  their  dormitory,  and 
they  were  still  more  pleased  to  see  the  funny 
pictures  he  drew,  not  u>aring  even  the 
masters  r.r  the  great  peofHa  wbo  SOOHtilWaa 
visited  the  school. 

It  was  an  artist  Thackeray  wanted  to  be, 
and  his  father  had  left  him  money  enough 
for  travel  and  study.  Though  he  gained  much 
skill  as  a  caricaturist,  making  many  people 
laugh  heartily,  he  found  out  it  waa  With 
words  and  not  with  colors  that  ha  COald 
paint  his  best  pictures. 

His  novels,  among  the  best  of  whkh  are 
"Henry  Esmond."  "The  N'ewcowes"  and 
"Vanity  Fair,"  are  long,  but  whea  yott  are 
old  enough  to  read  them,  yoti  will  find  that 
the  lonely  little  boy^  ^rew  to  hava  a  graSt 
mind  and  a  big,  warm  heart.

It  is  to  the«e  men  that  we 
owe  our  safety.  Everyone  is  ready  at  the 
first  call  to  jump  into  hia  place  Md  ia  ready 
to  risk  his  life  in  order  to  put  out  a  fire. 

Do  you  think  when  you  see  the  great  truck 
and  the  engines,  with  the  men  clinging  to 
them,  rushing  past,  that  they  enjoy  their  ride? 
Perhaps  they  do.  for  as  many  boys  know  risk 
fives  a  strange  sort  of  pleasure  to  the  brave. 

When,  later,  they  scale  the  burning  bnild- 
ing  or  fight  their  way  through  smolcc  and 
heat  to  save  life  and  property,  the  firemen  are 
always  in  danger  of  broken  limbs,  cuts  or 
burned  bodies;  sometimes  even  cA  damb  it*> 
self.

The  Royal  Irish  Regiment. 
The  Royal  Irish  Fusiliers. 
The  Connaught  Rangers. 
The  Prince  of  Wales'  Regimest 
The  Royal  Munster  Fusilecfa. 
The  South  Irish  Horse. 

Tht  Bojral  bilk 
The  Royal  Iri^h  Regiment,  the  old  18th 
Foot,  the  senior  Irish  regiment  and  s  i!r  '•iir- 
vivor  of  nineteen  corps  raised  in  Ireland  lioin 
iadepeadent  companies  of  musketeers  and 
pikemrn,  were  placed  on  the  Irish  establish- 
ment in  lo84  with  the  designation  "Colonel 
the  Earl  of  Granard's  Regiment  of  Foot." 
C^allantry  under  William  II  at  Naniur  -won  fot 
it  th<i  badge*  uf  the  "Lion  of  Massau  ";  the 
"Harp  and  the  Crown"  with  red.  aaltire  of  St. 
Patrick  has  been  the  badge  of  the  1st  Bat 
talion  since  its  formation;  the  "Sphinx"  com- 
memorates its  serrfcet.  ttnder  Abereromby  in 
Egypt,  and  the  "Dragon  of  Cbiaa"  its  aerv- 
ices  in  that  country  in  1840-2.  The  modem 
2nd  Battalion  was  raised  in  1858  from  vol- 
unteers of  the  Irish  militia,  and  served  in  the 
Maori  W  ars.  The  regiment's  other  pre-war 
honors  include  Marlborough's  victories,  Tel- 
el-Kebir  and  the  South  African  War.  In  the 
Crrat  War  the  2nd  Battalion,  after  heavy 
losses  at  Mons  from  artillery  fire,  was  very 
badly  cut  up  at  Le  Filly  (near  Givenchy)  on 
October  20,  1914.  On  the  Somme  in  1915  the 
regiment  tooi^  two  guns  and  many  suaouers 
in  Mametz  Wood,  and  drove  the  Bavarian 

and  IVimeraniaii  j.:;arrison  Ottt  of  Ginchy.  Tlie 
6th  (New  Army)  Battalicm  fonghic  with  re- 
markable bravery  up  the  Wytacbste  slopes 
(Battle  of  Messines).  It  was  in  this  fight 
that  the  battalion's  leader — Major  William 
Hoey  Redmond — fell  at  the  head  of  his  men. 
The  (Mlaat  FiHlllin 

The  1st  Battalion  (Princess  Victoria's) 
Royal  Irish  Fusiliers  is  the  old  87th  Foot, 
raised  in.  1793  as  the  Prince  of  Wales'  Irish 
Regiment,  which  won  undying  fame  at 
Busaco;  the  2nd  Battalion  is  the  descendant 
of  the  89th  Foot,  also  raised  in  1793,  which 
fought  at  Vinegar  Hill  in  ITS^  where  it  was 
known  as  "Blayncy's  Bloodhounds,"  from  the 
name  of  its  colonel.  In  the  late  war  the 
"Faugh-a-Ballaghs"  were  contpicuout  in  the 
Marne  Battle  of  1914,  su{ferin|f  levcre  losses 
at  Ferte-sous-Jouarre.  In  GalhpoU  tiie  losses 
of  the  5th  and  6th  Service  Battelions  (10th 
Division)  near  the  Azmak  Dere,  Suvla,  on 
August  13,  1915,  were  so  heavy  that  only  one 
officer  and  less  than  a  third  "other  ranks" 
were  left  uawounded.  During  the  great 
fjreat  German  offensive  in  thr  Spring  of  1918 
the  109th  Brigade,  composed  entirely  of  Irish 
Ptttilier  battalions,  fought  with  deaperate 
courage  in  defending  Guerbigny,  near  Rouv- 
roy.  Up  to  quite  latterly  the  1st  Battalion 
(prmed  part  of  the  garriaon  in  Egypt 
Th«  FanoM  Connaughta 

The  1st  P.attalion  of  that  famous  Peninsula 
regiment — the  Connaught  Rangera — whose 
motto  *'Quis  aeparabit"  now  acqturea  a  path- 
etic significance,  was  raised  as  the  88th  Foot 
in  1793,  in  Connaught,  bv  Colonel  Thomas  de 
Burgh,  afterwards  the  Earl  of  Clanricarde,  a 
relation  df  Viscount  Lascelles,  son-in-law  of 
King  George.  In  the  Epropean  War  the  bat- 
talion fought  around  Givenchy  in  1914,  St. 
julien  in  1915,  and*in  1"'W)  in  the  operaticms 
for  the  relief  of  Kut.  The  2nd  Battalion,  just 
after  the  crossing  of  the  Aisne  in  1914,  put  up 
a  devoted  resistance  in  the  action  popularly 
known  as  the  "Battle  of  Mangel-fields."  only 
270  men  answering  the  roll  tS\  At  night,  and 
even  these  would  have  periahed  bat  lor  tht

The  Leinaters 

The  Lchister's  1st  Battalion  was  tile  100th 
Prince  of  Wale-^'  K-  v  ii  ("anadian  Regiment, 
raised  in  Canada  ni  185^.  whrnce  the  badges 
of  the  Canadian  Maple  i.tui  and  the  I'rince 
of  Wales'  plume.  This  designation  wat,  how- 
ever, changed  to  1st  Lcinster  Regiment  under 
the  later  "territorial"  system  of  recruiting.  In 
the  later  war  the  Leinsters  fongfat  at  the 
Aisne,  and  Ypres  in  1914,  at  Neuve  Chapelle 
and  Hill  60  in  1915,  aqd  on  the  Somme  in 
1916.  In  the  attaek  of  September  3,  on  Guille- 
mont,  they  and  their  compatViots,  the  Rnval 
Irish,  carried  all  before  them,  capturing  the 
quarries  and  its  nest  of  machine  guuj  in  an 
assault  which  is  generally  regarded  as  one 
of  the  most  successful  in  the  war.  The  2nd 
BattaliM  was,  until  this  month,  serving  in 
84Mi,  tht  lat  being  at  home. 

The  Munsters 

The  1st  Battalion  of  the  Munsters,  the 
old  101  St  Foot,  is  descended  from  Olive's 
"Bengal  Itnmpran  Regiment,"  which  distin- 
guished itselt  at  I'lassey,  and  is  the  only  corps, 
save  the  Dorsets.  which  bears  thia  name 
among  its  battir  honors.  The  2nd  Battalion 
was  raised  in  India  in  1839,  and  became  the 
104lh  Foot,  of  ChiUianwallah  fame.  No  regi- 
ment m  the  British  .\rmy  had  at  lafft  a  aharc 
in  wmnitig  Indu.  and  tbt  namtt  of  its  engage- 
menta  ia  India  and  on  the  frontier  can  be  num- 
brrrd  bv  thr  ,  r  In  the  Great  War  the  2nd 
Battalion  met  with  disaster  in  the  battle  of 
Cateatt  at  Etremi;  on  Angust  29,  1914, 
bring  cut  to  pieces.  The  War  Office  potted 
678  men  as  "misaing,"  but  later  evi^rnrr  r^- 
tabUahed   th^t  of   these  400  were   killed  or

The  Boer  War  • 
The  3rd  and  4th  King's  Royal  Rifle  Corps 
wa^  raised  in  Dublin  in  IR'^S,  srixing  in  Zulu 
land  in  18/ 9  and  in  the  Boer  War  in  1881. 
They  were  present  at  Tel  el  Kebir,  and  served 
under  Ceiieral  Graham  in  the  East  Soudan. 
They  afterwards  took  part  in  the  Nile>Kxpedi 
tion,  and  had  a  long  tour  of  service  in  l^g>  pt. 
In  the  Ciirat  War  tlicir  losses  were  mainly  in- 
curred on  Uic  Western  front.  As  to  the  Rifle 
Brigade,  the  3rd  Battalion  is  the  second  which 
the  regiment  has  possessed  during  its  exis- 
tence. Formed  at  Portsmouth  in  1H55,  it  to<jk 
a  prominent  part  in  the  Relief  of  Lucknow,  in 
the  operations  at  Cawapore,  and  in  the  Oudh 
campaign  It  also  ^aw  service  in  I'.j^ypt  and 
South  Africa.  In  France  it  lost  909  men  killed 
in  the  Battle  of  the  Somme.  The  4th  Bat- 
talion was  raised  at  Winchester  in  1857,  and 
while  serving  in  India  was  chiefly  responsible 
fur  the  capture  of  Ali  Musjid.  Later  it  par- 
ticijNittd  in  the  Afghan  campaign. 

The  Old  Hundredth 

Sons  and  daughters  of  the  Old  Hundredth 
— as  the  1st  Leinsters  were  called  before  they 
became  the  "Royal  Canadians"— read  the  regi- 
ment's petition  to  Canada's  Prime  Minister 
with  regretful  and  sympathetic  interest. 

In  1867,  when  the  Royal  Canadians  rie- 
tumed  to  Canada  and  thr  drij^in.il  Canadian 
men  who  had  joined  in  1858  secured  tiieir  dis- 
charge, the  Old  Hundredth  escaped  disband- 
ment  by  becominj;  the  Priju  e  of  Wales's  Lein- 
ster  Regiment,  under  the  Cardwell  Territorial 
Scheme,  and  reverted  to  an  earlier  Irish  na- 
tionality, with  a  depot  in  King's  County. 

Further  back  still  in  its  history  the  Old 
Himdrcdth  narrowly  escaped  extinction;  for, 
raised  in  1760  as  a  regiment  of  the  line,  and 
becoming  in  1813-14,  during  the  fighting  in 
America,  "H.R.H.  the  Prince  Regent's  County 
of  Dublin  Regiment,"  it  was  disbanded  in 
1818^  after  the  conr'nsi. .  f  '"-ice. 

The  Maple  Leaf 

It  was  only  when  Canada,  anxious  to  help 
the  Mother  Country  in  the  suppression  of  the 
Indian  Mtitiny  in  1858,  offered  to  raise  a  rc^^i- 
ment  of  regular  troops  for  the  British  Army, 
that  the  Old  Hundredth  came  to  life  agahi, 
this  time  as  *Tht  Prince  of  Wales's  Royal 
Canadians." 

So  that  it  can  be  easily  understood  that  the 
old  regiment  is  inspired  to  try  to  survive  its 
present  doom  by  resuming  for  the  third  time 
an  earlier  alias  and  thus  escape  final  extinc- 
tion.

Use  of  English  Language 

(By  Sourires; 

IT  would  he  a  difficult  matter  to  decide 
where  and  whom  the  best  and  most 
correct  English  is  spoken,  and  it  is  un- 
likely that  a  verdict  would  l>e  secured  to 
satisfy  everyone.  Without  aiming  at  the  ex- 
treme correctness  and  precision  of  the  pedant, 
and  leaving  nut  of  rdii-idcration  words  for 
which  more  than  one  accent,  or  pronunciation 
is  permissible,  there  remain  a  number  of  words 
in  «  \rivday  use  which  are  sometimes  mispro- 
nounced, or  wronffly  accented  through  care- 
lessness or  force  of  example,  and  perhaps  lack 
of  knowledge. 

Consider  that  institution  or  -tr-m.  witli- 
OUt  body  to  kick  or  soul  to  save,  at  which  we 
grumble  so  often,  and  from  which  we  expect 
so  much,  namely,  the  C.overnment.  This  is 
frequently  pronounced  "Liovr-ment,"  whereas 
the  middle  "n"  should  be  sounded,  as  if  the 
word  ''gpvern"  had  "mcnt"  added  to  it. 
"Municipal"  is  sometimes  pronounced  mun-si- 
pal,  with  tccent  oti  the  first  syllable,  while  the 
correct  pronunciation  is  mu-nis-i-pal,  with  ac- 
cent on  "nis,"  and  "u"  as  in  "mute."'  Admir- 
alty, again,  is  accented  on  the  first- syllable, 
and  an  extra  "i"  should  not  he  introduced,  as  if 
it  were  Ad-mir-al-i-ty.  The  adjective  admir- 
able is  also  accented  on  "ad,"  and  is  not  ad- 
mire-able,  with  stress  on  "mire."  Enthusiasm 
leads  people  to  mistakes,  not  only  in  their  ac- 
tions, but  in  the  pronunciation  of  the  word  it- 
self, which  is  not£n-thoc-zi-ism,  but  En-thu- 
xi-asm.  Mistakes  are  made  in  using  the  sound 
"oo,"  as  in  "food,"  instead  of  "u,"  as  in  "mute," 
in  such  words  as  suicide,  issue,  etc.,  which 'are 
not  »oo-is-ide.  ish-oo.  but  su  is-ide,  i^li  u.  etc. 
An  "oyster  stoo, "  instead  of  "stu"  is  heard  of 
more  frequently  aeross  the  border,  to  the 
South,  than  with  us,  and  al<f)  thr  forms  con- 
serv-a-to-ri,  and  terr-i-to-ri,  with  accent  in 
both  eiieton  "to,"  the  "o**  sounded  as  in  "go. " 

whereas  the  accents  are  on  "serv,"  and  "terr," 
with  all  vowels  short.  The  word  figure  does 
not  rhyme  with  nigger,  but  has  the  sound  of 
fig  tir,  the  "u"  agani  as  in  "mute"  When  the 
tailor  gets  an  order  for  a  suit  of  clothes,  he  does 
not  care  much  whether  his  customer  says  a 
"%oo\  of  kM/."  or  a  "sut  of  klothx^  as  in 
"mute"),  but  the  second  form  is  rorrert,  and 
should  stu-ely  produce  a  more  satibfactory  set 
of  garaeatt.  The  final  syllables  of  mateuline 
and  feminme  are  short,  "nin."  and  not  as  if 
they  were  the  number  nine.  That  unpleasant 
thing  hiccough  is  prottoonced  hik-up,  not 
hik-off.  Apocalypse  is  not  a  word  in  <  omtnon 
\\%f.  hut  we  had  it  here  recently  in  "The  Ftur 
i  I  r, em  en  of  the  Apocalypse ;  it  is  pronounced

Accentuation  Pitfalls 
Accents  are  sometimes  puzzUng,  and  it  is 
not  always  easy  tch  place  them  eorrectly.  In 
(lespi<-;il)le,  hospitable,  infamous,  explicable, 
applicable,  the  accent  is  properly  on  the  hrst 
syllable,  though  k  is  very  tMnal  to  place  it  in 
the  middle  of  the  word.  Inexorable  has  accent 
oo  "ex,"  with  "o"  short,  and  is  not  in-ex-o- 
rable.  with  accent  on  *'o"  at  ia  "go."  Condo- 
lence and  sonorous  are  both  accented  on  the 
middle  "o,"  as  in  "go."  The  accent  in  com- 
bat is  on  the  first  syllable,  not  on  "bat."  Ad- 
dress is  accented  on  the  laat  syllable,  not  on 
tlie  first.  Advertise  has  accent  on  "tise."  but 
advertisement  has  it  on  "vcr,"  with  all  vowels 
shoit,  not  ad-ver-tice-ment,  with  stress  on 
"tize."  In  incognito  all  vowels  are  short,  -with 
accent  on  "cog,"  not  jn-cog-nee-to,  with  accent 
on  "nee."  Gondola  also  has  all  vowels  short, 
with  accent  on  the  first  syllable.  Precedence 
has  accent  on  "ced,"  with  "e"  as  in  "me."  In 
idea,  ideal,  the  accent  is  not  on  **i,*'  but  on 
"de,"  with  "e"  as  in  "me."  All  vowels  are 
short  in  fidelity,  facile,  agile,  fragile — not 
fai-del-ity,  fas-ail,  etc. 

Puritjr  ia  Spttdi 

Tlie  foregoing  arc  just  a  few  examples  of 
words  which  are  not  pronounced  quite  as  they 
should  be,  and  the  subject  can  easily  be  pursued 
with  the  aid  of  any  standard  dictionary.  It 
may  seem  unnecessary,  or  even  ridiculous,  to 
sdhie  readers  to  point  out  these  errors,  while 
others  again  may  thfnk  that  attention  to  such 
slight  difierences  is  merely  fussy.  We  have  a 
g:reat  inheritance  in  our  language,  and  atten- 
tion to  details  will  help  to  keep  the  "well  of 
English  undcfyled."  and  correct  speech  is  a 
valuable  i^sset  even  from  a  business  point  of 
view.  Everybody  pronounces  potato  in  the 
same  way,  but  the  "a"  in  tomato  is  sometimes 
sounded  as  in  "ape "  or  ^iven  the  broader 
sound,  as  in  "art."  Either  is  correct,  the  only 
diflferenre  being  that  tomatoes,  with  the  broad 
"a  "  seem  to  be  more  expensive  than  the  others. 


Right  Kind  of  Sermon 

The  present  age  is,  I  am  afraid,  a  poor  age, 
spiritually  as  well  as  intellectually.  It  is  apt 
to  detpise  the  Victorian  age;  but  where  are 
the  men  comparable  with  the  men  of  the  gen- 
eration born  about  the  time  of  Queen  Vic- 
toria's accession  to  the  throne?  A  good  many 
people  not  onlv  do  not  care  about  sermottt,  but 
do  not  care  about  religion  at  all. 

There  have  been,  and  there  probably  are, 
too  many  sermons.  '  Not  every  clergyman  can 
preach.  Not  every  person  who  goes  to  church 
wants  to  hear  a  sermon.  In  the  Protestant 
churches  the  sermon  has  too  moch  expelled 
the  idea  of  worship. 

But  where  services  are  few  and  sermons 
are  fewer,  as  in  remote  parts  off  the  Empire^  I 
have  sometimes  found  a  aort  of  thirst  for  the 
ministry  of  preaching. 

vSermons  today  should  be  short.  The  Book 
of  Common  Pmyer  presupposes  small  parishes 
and  parishioners  who  enjoy  ample  leisure.  But 
life  today  is  so  greatly  crowded  with  various 
interests,  the  newspapers  do  so  large  a  part  of 
the  work  once  done  by  the  pulpits,  and  the 
public  is  so  much  used  to  rfWdine  instead  of 
hearing,  that  sermons  are  best  if  they  are  few, 
brief,  pointed,  and  well  suited  to  the  time. 

Sermons,  ia^ain,  should  be  well  heard.  I 
know  that  heanng  is  in  a  large  measure  depen- 
deiit  upon  the  wish  to  hear.  There  are  as 
many  degrees,  too,  in  the  power  of  hearing  as 
of  sight.  But  while  elocution,  if  it  is  too  vis- 
ible an  art  in  sermons,  is  almost  painful,  yet 
there  arc  some  simple  lessons  everyone  ought 
to  learn  before  he  preaches  or  speaks  in  public 
at  all. 

Sermons  in  a  day  like  thr  present  should  be 
carefully  prepared.  It  has  been  a  bad  mistake 
that  some  of  the  clergy  have  made  in  tpending 
so  little  pains  upon  their  sermon?.  A  young 
preacher,  I  think,  should  always  write  his  ser- 
mons, even  if  he  delivefa  them  extempore ;  for 
if  he  writes  thetn  he  can  choose  his  words 
properly,  and  he  knows  pretty  well  how  long  a 
time  he  will  take  in  preaching. 

Sermons,  too,  should  be  practical  Con- 
gregations are  not  as  fond  as  perhaps  they 
ought  to  be  of  theological  disquisitions.  They 
are  impatient  of  many  subjects  which  interest 
and  occupy  the  minds  of  the  clergy.  But  they 
want  to  see  h%^  the  teaching  and  the  spirit  of 
Christ  can  be  made  appUcablt  to  tociai  prob* 
lems  today. 

It  is  well  that  a  preacher  should  point  out 
how  the  Christian  moral  law  has,  by  the 
League  of  Nations,  and  still  more  bv  the  Con 
ferencc  at  Washington,  been  brought  to  bear 
upon  international  affairs,  and  even  better  to 
point  out  how  it  may  be  brought  to  hear  upon 
industrial  affairs  for  the  prevention  of  lock- 
outs and  strikes. 

Lastly,  the  most  successful  preachers  have 
been  the  most  evangelical.  They  have  in- 
sisted upon  the  vital  facts  of  hmnan  tin  and 
salvation  They  have  known  and  shown  the 
Divine  power  of  the  Cross  in  turning  men 
from  darkntaa  to  light  tnd  from  the  power  of 
Satan  to  God. 

There  is  still  a  fine  opoprtunity  for  the 
preacher.  Human  nature  has  not  changed  in 
all  the  ages.  It  suffers  the  same  evils;  it 
demands  the  same  remedies.  The  call  is  for 
preachers  who  will  prove  themaclves  not  un- 
equal to  their  opportMitj/— Bi4w»  WtfldaSb 
in  Daily  Mail.

England,  Mother  of  Nations 

Extracts  from  speech  by  Ralph  Waldo 
Emerson  at  the  annual  banquet  of  the  Man- 
chester Athenaeum>  Mattcbtattr,  Eagltad, 
November,  1847. 

...  I  am  not  here  to  exchange  civilitiea 
with  you,  but  rather  to  speak  6k  that  which 
interests  these  gentlemen  more  than  their 
own  pxaiata;  -of  that  which  it  good^  iift^  holi- 
days and  working  days,  the  same  in  one  cen- 
tury and  in  another  century.  That  which 
lureTthe  solitary  American  in  the  woods  with 
the  wish  to  see  England,  is  the  moral  peculiar- 
ity of  the  Saxon  race — its  commnading  sense 
of  right  and  wfong  -the  love  and  devotion  to 
that— this  is  the  imperial  trait  which*  arms 
them  with  the  scq>tre  of  the  globe.  It  ia  thit 
which  lies  at  the  foundation  of  that  aristo- 
cratic character,  which  certainly  wanders  into 
strange'  vagaries,  so  that  its  origin  is  often 
lost  sight  of,  but  which,  if  it  should  lose  this, 
would  find  itself  paralyzed;  and  in  trade,  and 
in  the  mechanic's  shop,  gives  that  honesty 
of  performance,  that  thoroughness  and  aolid« 
ity  of  work,  which  is  a  national  characteristic. 
This  conscience  is  one  element,  and  the  other 
is  that  loyal  adhesion,  that  habit  of  fritndthip, 
that  homage  of  man  to  man,  running  through 
all  classes,  the  electing  of  worthy  persons  to 
a  certain  fraternity,  to  acts  of  kindness  and 
warmth  an^  staunch  support,  from  year  to 
year,  from  youth  to  age— which  is  alike  lovely 
and  honorable  to  those  who  render  it  and 
thoae  who  receive  it;  which  standa  in  ttrong 
contrast  with  the  superficial  attachments  of 
other  races,  their  excessive  courtesy  ,  an.d 
short  lived  connection.  ^  '  * 

.^nd  so  gentlemen,  I  feel  in  regard  to  this 
aged  England,  with  the  possessions,  honors 
and  trophies,  and  also  with  the  infirmities  of 
a  thousand  years  gathering  aromid  ber,  irre- 
trievably committed  as  she  now  is  to  many 
old  customs  which  cannot  be  suddenly 
changed;  pretsed  upon  by  the  trantitiona ^f 
trade,  and  new  aixl  all  incalculable  modes,  fab- 
rics, arts,  machines  and  competing  popula- 
tions—I see  her  not  dispirited,  not  weak,  but 
well  remembering  that  she  has  seen  dark  days 
before;  indeed,  with  a  kind  of  instinct  that 
she  sees  a  Kttle  better  in  a  cloudy  day,  and 
that  in  a  storm  of  battle  and  calamity,  she  hat 
secret  vigor  and  a  pulse  like  a  cannon.  I  see 
her  in  her  old  ^e,  not  decrepit,  but  young 
and  still  daring  to  believe  in  her  own  power 
of  endurance  and  expansion.  Seeing  this,  I 
bay,  all  hail  mother  of  nations,  mother  of 
heroes,  with  strength  still  equal  to  the  time; 

still  wise  to  entertain  and  swift  to  exeCtltt 
the  policy  which  the  mind  and  heart  of  man- 
kind require  in  the  present  hour,  and  thus 
only  hospitable  to  the  foreigner,  tad  truly  a 
home  to  the  thoughtful  and  generous  who  are 
bom  in  the  soil.  So  be  it!  So  let  it  be!  If 
it  be  not  so,  if  the  cooragt  of  England  goes 
with  the  chances  of  a  commercial  crisis,  I  will 
go  back  to  the  capes  of  Massachiuietts,  and 
my  own  Indian  stretmt,  and  say  to  my  coun- 
trymen— The  obi  race  are  all  gone,  and  the 
elasticity  and  hope  of  mankind  must  hence- 
forth remain  on  tbe  Alleghany  ranges  or  no- 
wbert.  -. 


Sulgrave  Manor 

Travtlert  to  Eifgtsnd.  espec^lly  those 
from  the  Uliited  Sutes,  will  be  interested  in 
a  curious  ohl  house  called  Sulgrave  Manor. 
It  is  near  the  town  of  Northampton,  and  m 
1539,  during  the  reign  of  Henry  VI II.,  was 
owned  and  occupied  by  Lawrtnct  Waabiag- 
ton,  the  mayor  of  the  town. 

I'his  gentleman  wat  tbe  tnceator  of 
Ceorge  W  ashingt^n,  u  ho  mor  ethan  two  hun- 
dred vears  later,  became  the  leader  in  the  war 
that  brought  about  tht  indtptiidtfice  of  the 
Thirteen  Colonies,  thts  caliM  tba-  Uaitcd 
States  of  America. 

In  1914  tbt  committee  of  British  and 
American  sitizens  formed  to  celebrate  the 
hundred  years  of  peace  between  England  and 
the  United  Statea  bought  the  old  building. 
They  tried  to  find  out  just  how  tbe  house 
looked  when  Lawrence  Washington  lived  in 
it,  and,  having  refurnished  it  in  the  old  style, 
opened  it  as  a  symbol  of  tbt  fritndthip  that 
sh.  M.id  exiit  betwtta  Ba«lBfid  and  ika  Uidltd 
States.

ON' E  of  the  most  extr.iMrdinarv  events  re- 
corded in  the  anuaU  o|  captivity  is  the 
imprisonment,  life,  death  and  burial 
"f  an  indi\  idn,il  known  a^  t'  e  'lion  Mask." 
1  111)  strange  personage  remained  sliroudcd  in 
<(btciirity  tor  forty  or  fifty  years  witMf  the 
waIN  of  a  dunge.)n  and  alter  his  dCtth  hii 
identity  was  never  satisfactorily  psoved. 
Voltaire,  m  Ut  "Age  of  Louis  XIV,"  aavs: 
"In  1661  there  happened  an  event  of'ffblch 
there  ia  no  example  in  the  history  of  the 
world  and  with  which  the  historians  of  that 
time  seem  to  have  beeh  totally  unacquainted. 
There  was  sent  to  the  c.istle  on  the  island  of 
Marguerite  an  unknown  prisoner,  rather  over 
the  middle  size,  ytning  and  of  a  graceful 
figure.  On  the  ro;i(|  he  wore  a  mask  wii)i 
steel  springs,  which  enabled  him  to  eat  with- 
out taking  it  oflP.  He  remained  there,  closel/ 
confined,  till  loQO.  when  St  .Mars,  the  nev- 
governor  of  the  Bastille,  had  him  conveyed  t  i 
that  prison.  During  the  journey  he  remained 
covered  with  the  maslc.  The  governor,  who 
never  sat  down  in  his  presence,  gave  him  all 
the  attention  possible  in  that  dungeon.  Noth- 
ing that  he  desired  was  refused  him.  Hit 
i  hief  taste  was  for  lace  and  the  iinett  linen. 
He  played  well  on  the  guitar. 

"During  his  two  journeys  the  soldiers  who 
escorterl  him  h.id  tirders  to  shoot  him  if  ht 
made  any  attempt  to  discover  himself. 

"This  unknown  person  died  in  1703  and 
was  l.nrie<l  at  night  When  he  was  sent 
Marguerite  no  person  of  importance  in 
Europe  was  missing;  yet  he  was  certainly  on„' 
of  the  great  ones  of  the  world.  Every  cii- 
cumstance  connected  with  him  proves  thi.s. 
The  governor  put  the  dishes  on  his  table  him- 
self, then  retired  and  locked  tli^  door.  (;)nc 
day  the  prisoner  Avrote  something  with  h', 
knife  on  a  silver  plate  and  threw  it  out  of  the 
window.

that  it  was  luckr  for  him  that  he  could  not 
read.  One  of  the  prisoner's  shirts,  written 
upon«  war  one  day  found  ia  the  water  by  ;v 
young  barber.  Two  days  after  the  youth  was 
found  dead  in  his  bed."    So  f»r  \  oliaire. 

On  the  death  of  the  Iron  Mask,  his  ap 
parel,  linen,  mattresses,  and  in  .short,  every- 
thing used  by  him,  were  burnt,  the  walla  of 
Ins  room  scraped  and  the  floors  taken  up,  all 
evidently  for  fear  that  he  might  have  left 
some  clue  to  his  identity.  Windows  were 
taken  out  and  pounded  to  dust,  window 
frames  and  doors  burnt,  ceiling  and  even 
plaster  inside  the  chimney  were  destroyed. 
The  most  prevalent  opinion  as  regards  thia

Roses  for  the  Beginner 

By  trcd  Ucnnctt,  strawberry  V«l« 

READING  honks  on  roses  one  irilizcs 
how  very  hard  it  is  to  select,  irom  tlie 
mass  of  information  and  advice,  the 
few  cssciiiial  facts  that  are  needed  by  the  b<- 
thinner  or  by  the  amateur  who  has  not  been 
•ttccetafui'as  a  rose  grower,  and  it  is  for  these 
people  tliesc  notes  are  intended. 

The  list  of  varieties  given  is  verv  limited 
and  is  confined  to  a  few  thai  will  succeed 
under  very  diverse  conditioni  both  of  soil  and 
treatment.  <  )ne  reason  many  bej^'inners  fail 
is  their  inability  to  disUnguibh  between  the 
new.  highly-priced  and  extolled  varieties,  with 
their  queer  foreign  names  that  fill  the  prom- 
inent pa^cs,  and  the  older  kinds  at  the  back 
of  the  book  that  are  so  welt  known  to  rosar- 
ians  that  no  <lcscription  of  them  is  required. 

I  think  it  very  unwise  for  the  beginner  to 
start  with  new  varieties  only.  These  new 
kinds  are  tlie  result  of  long  contiiiucil  cross- 
fertiluation  and  inbreeding,  and  re()uire  skill 
to  develop  successfully.  Even  under  the  most 
favorable  conditions  a  very  small  percentage 
survive  more  than  a  few  years. 

Crafted  Rotes 

Rose  plants  bought  at  the  local  nurseries 
are  what  is  known  as  "grafted,"  that  it,  the 
name  on  the  labels  attached  is  the  name  of 
that  portion  ol  the  plant  that  is  above  ground. 
The  root  on  which  this  portion  is  grafted  is 
fine  of  the  many  stronj^'-  growin}^  briers  or 
"wild  ros>es"  grown  by  the  millions  in  liuro- 
pcaa  nurseries  for  this  purpose  and  shipped 
all  over  the  world  to  nurserymen,  who  "^'raft" 
the  plants  themselves.  As  roses  decrease  in 
vitality  rapidly  when  removed  from  the  soil, 
rspcciailv  those  brought  from  outside  coun- 
tries that  pass  through  the  fumigation  sta- 
tion, no  rose  should  be  imported  that  can  be 
bought  at  home. 

Soil  and  Locality 

With  the  varieties  given  the  beginners  can^ 
to  a  large  extent,  disregard  the  elaborate  in- 
strurlions  ^ivrn  for  jireparing  rose  beds. 
These  instructions  arc  quite  correct  in  their 
place,  but  experience  is  necessary  to  apply 
them  properly.  The  given  varieties  will  suc- 
ceed in  any  soil  that  will  grow  good  vege- 
tables, and  the  same  cultivation  can  apply  m 
l>oth  cases,  but,  in  making  a  rose  bed,  keep  it 
for  rose.s  only;  plant  nothing  else  in  it,  not 
even  bulbs.  A  sheltered  spot  somewhere  on 
the  side  lines  is  best.  A  row  on  each  side  of 
the  centre  walk  is  usually  unsatisfactory;  for 
one  thing,  the  straggling  braticlies  are  very 
injurious  to  delicate  clothing.  It  is  a  pleasure 
to  note  that  the  once  |>opiilar  bed  "ornament- 
ing" the  centre  of  the  lawn  has  almost  disap- 
peared. The  given  varieties  can  be  planted 
two  feet  apart  and  are  most  successful  when 
allowed  to  grow  two  or  tliree  ieet  in  height. 
Flantmg  with  a  background  the  first-natued 
variety  goes  at  the  back,  the  others  about  in 
the  rotation  given.  > 
Varieties 

Hush  Roses — For  the  beginner's  first  rose 

bed  I  would  suggest: 

1  plant  of  ilugh  Dickson,  crimson. 
3  plants  of  Caroline  Testout,  pink. 
1  ])lant  of  British  (Jueen,  v%liite. 

1  plant  of  Snow  yueeii,  white. 

2  plants  of  General  MacArthur,  scarlet. 
2  plants  Ulrich  Brunner,  rose  pink. 

2  plants  selected  from  the  general  list  at 
the  beginner's  discretion. 

Ramblers — I'or  covering  a  rose  trellis: 
American  I'illar,  rose  pink. 

Climbers — Large  flowering  varieties  for 
training  up  walls  and  pillars:  Climbing  Caro- 
line Testout,  pink.  Climbing  Alfred  Carriere, 
white.  Climbing  Gloire  dc  Dijon,  yellow. 
Climbing  Gruss  au  Teplitz,  red. 

Hedge  roses-  I'or  a  hedge  six  feet  high: 
Cruss  au  Tcplitz,  red.  iNine  feet  high, 
alternate:  Climbing  Gruss  au  Teplitz 
with  the  bush  variety  of  the  same 
name.  The  climbing  variety  requires  a  sup- 
port of  some  kind.  Plant  three  feet  apart.  Do 
not  prune  these  two  varieties.  Just  thin  out 
the  weak  shoots  and  tie  the  strong  shoots 
down  into  place. 

Cultivation 

First  mention  should  be  of  covering  the 
beds  with  manure  for  W  inter  protection." 
This  custom  is  injurious  when  applied  locally. 
It  ari-cs  through  reading  instructions  in  I'^ast- 
crn  Canadian  and  American  books  and  cato- 
logues.  In  localities  where  the  Winter  is 
severe  "grafted"  roses  are  replaced  by  roses 
on  their  "own  roots,"  that  means  the  whole 
plant  corresponds  with  the  label  attached. 
When,  as  often  happens,  the  whole  of  the 
plant  above  ground  is  "Winter  killed,"  shoots 
start  underground  from  the  base  of  the  stem. 
The  "mulch"  or  covering  is  put  on  to  protect 
these  roots.  (  >ur  Winters  arc  mild  enough  to 
allow  us  to  use  "grafted"  roses,  which  are 
much  to  be  preferred.  It  is  quite  correct  to 
apply  manure  in  the  I  all,  Ixit  it  should  l)c 
turned  under  the  suriacr  and  the  surface  left 
as  rough  as  possible  \"r  iiie  Winters.  This 
Work  should  be  done  bv  tlio  beginner  himself, 
and  he  should  take  great  care  not  to  destroy 
more  roots  than  is  absolutely  necessary.  A 
fork,  not  a  spade,  is  the  tool  to  use  and  go 
just  deep  enough  to  cover  the  manure  The 
reason  for  this  is  that  a  great  proi)ortion  of 
the  roots  are  within  a  few  inches  of  the  sur- 
face, where  the  soil  is  best  aerate-l  and  con- 
tains the  most  available  plant  food. 

W«t«riiig 

The  foliage  of  rt>ses  should  not*  be  sub- 

iected  to  systematic  spraying  with  a  no/zle. 
n  fact,  the  nostle  has  no  place  in  a  flower 
garden.  Forcible  spraying  injures  the  deli- 
cate foliage  and  lessens  the  plant's  resistance 
to  insect  and  fungus  enemies.  Watering 
should  be  done  early  in  the  day  and  foliage 
should  be  dry  by  sunset  A  sprinkler  in  a 
position  to  distribute  the  water  in  the  form 
of  nia  mr  tlM  bed  for  an  how  or  more 
once  or  twiee  a  week  is  the  bttt  fora  of  «|w 
tificial  watering.

Spray  u cklv  and  he  *ure  that  the  mixture 
reachss  bfith  t^  upper  Mid  lowjir  ai^  ol  ||U 


leaves  with  this  mixture;  Water,  one  gallon; 
whale  oil  soap  or  English  soft    soap,  four 

ounces;  Black  Leaf  40%  nicotine,  one-half 
ounce ;  lead  arsenate,  one-half  ounce.  To  pre- 
pare, dissolve  the  soap  in  hot  water.  When 
cool  add  the  other  ingredients.  Keep  in  a 
sealed  vessel  and  dilute  one  to  four  parts 
water  when  using. 

Praniag 

Always  leave  the  plant  a  little  taller  and 
a  little  bigger  than  you  intcixlcd  to  do  when 
you  started  and  thin  out  a  few  more  of  the 
weak  shoots.  Prune  about  the  beginning  of 
March. 


Further  Notes  on  Gai  Jen 
Desitrn 


i.V  the  last  few  articles  on  this   subject  at- 
tention has  been  given  chiefly  to  the  or- 
dinary suburban  garden  of  the  average 
sized  lot,  but  as  a  number  of  our  readers  live 

in  the  country,  it  is  only  fair  to  consider 
gardens  of  larger  size  while  still  keeping  with- 
in the  limits  imposed  by  moderate  means, 
which  will  affect  the  amount  of  labor,  water 

and  materials  used. 

While  the  suburban  garden  suffers  chiefly 
from  the  danger  of  looking  too  like  its  fellows, 

the  danger  being  a  commonplace  eflTect, 
the  country  garden  usually  suflfers  from  too 
scattered  effort.  The  house,  generally  from 
taste,  is  set  back  at  some  distance  from  the 
highway,  which  necessitates  a  drive  and 
ornamental  grc»und  on  either  side.  1  am 
.speaking  now,  of  course,  of  the  country  home 
as  distingtiished  from  the  farrn.  where,  since 
ail  is  utilitarian  \yith  the  possible  exception 
of  a  garden  pl6(  ifl  Ikdfil  of  the  house,  -lio 
problem  of  ornamentation  presents  itself. 

The  great  problem  to  be  solved  in  laying 
out  the  grounds  of  the  country  home,  or  even 
large  suburban  grounds,  is  to  get  good  re- 
turns in  appearance  and  a  fair  amount  of  neat- 
ness on  the  least  possible  upkeep.  In  the  be- 
ginning it  is  well  to  keep  a  tight  rein  upon 
one's  pr'ojects.  Too  often  conntrv  places  in 
this  country  remind  one  of  the  old  farmer's 
remark  to  the  city  woman  who  had  dreamed 
great  things  for  hrr  country  home.  mf)St  of 
which  did  not  materialize,  "1  reckon  you've 
bit  oflF  more  than  you  can  chew!"  Rarely 
<lors  .  nr  fuKl  the  temperament  combined  with 
the  experience  to  know  ju.st  how  much  can 
be  done  well  and  the  resolve  to  keep  within 
those  limits,  but  possibly  life  would  be  very 
dull  if  everyone  were  no  cool  and  welf- 
Oalanccd.  A  wise  restraint,  however,  does 
not  come  amiss,  especially  if  it  is  accom- 
panied by  a  determinatk>n  to  have  things 
well  done. 

Importance  of  Drive 

To  br^^iu  with  the  drive;  this  should  be 
made  wijh  a  view  of  permanence,  for  a  well- 
kept  drive  is  the  best  jxjssible  introduction  to 
a  place.  The  details  of  road  construction  are 
too  lengthy  to  be  flealt  with  in  a  discussion  of 
this  kind.  Concise  instructions,  illustrated 
with  numerous  diagrams,  can  be  found  in  such 
a  book  as  Cridland's  "Practical  Landscape 
Cardenmg,"  a  handy  work  which  contains 
numerous  construction  details;  The  grade 
should  not  be  too  steep,  not  more  than  10  per 
cent,  i.e.,  ten  ieet  in  a  hundred,  in  any  case. 
Drainage  must  be  Uken  care  of,  or  much  of 
the  surface  will  be  washed  away  in  Winter, 
and  particular  care  must  be  given  to  the  ma- 
terial of  the  road  bed.  Where  stone  is  on  the 
property,  this  is  not  a  serious  item.  The  best 
driveway  is  made  .^f  ,nn  eight-inch  founda- 
tion of  hard  quarry  stone,  laid  on  edge  and 
gone  over  afterwards  and  made  fairly  even 
by  breaking  off  irregular  edges  with  napping 
hammers.  Over  this  layer  is  placed  tlirce 
inches  of  one  and  a  hatf-itieh  stone,  then  a 
covering  of  three-quarter-inch  stone  is  laid 
down  and  finished  with  clean  breaker  dust. 
The  drive  is  rolled  before,  and  after  placing 
the  throe  (|uarter-inch  stone,  and  when  rolling 
the  finished  surface  it  should  be  wetted 
freely.  Superior  even  to  the  water-bound 
road,  by  strengthening  the  wearing  surface 
and  reducing  the  amount  of  dust,  is  the  road 
finislied  with  one  of  the  bituminous  prepara- 
tions now  on  the  market.  Such  a  preparation 
is  l)est  applied  in  hot  weather  to  make  the 
penetration  more  thorough. 

Where  the  drive  passes  through  woods, 
little  need  be  done  in  the  way  of  ornamenta- 
tion other  than  preserving  enough  tidiness  to 
show  that  the  woods  have  an  owner.  But 
trouble  usually  arises  where  planting  has  to 
be  done.  Here,  as  in  road-making,  the  prep- 
aration must  be  thonjugh.  If  trees  are 
wanted,  ample  space  must  be  dug  to  provide 
plenty  of  root  run  for  the  ensuing  few  vears. 
It  is  for  lack  of  providing  for  the  future  that 
SO  many  places  remain  tmfintshed-looking  for 
years  The  trees  that  should  provide  the.re 
quired  ornament  are  struggling  and  stuiUed 
solely  through  improper  pUmting,  Nothing 
perhaps  j,  nmre  irritating  t«)  the  practical 
gardener  than  the  expressifm  "sticking  it  in." 
The  true  planter  never  sticks  things  in.  How- 
ever little  evidence  may  appear  afterwards 
and  however  natural  the  effect  mav  be.  there 
has  always  been  proper  digging  and  prepara- 
tion done  beforehand. 

To  eliminate  as  mam  rhances  of  failure  as 
possible,  onlv  the  hardiest,  and.  generally 
speakhig.  indigenous  shrubs  should  be  used 
at  any  di-tance  from  the  hon^e.  This  will 
eliminate  the  need  of  watering,  except  pos- 
sibly in  the  driest  part  of  the  .Summer.  If 
l1o^^rr<  .Tre  wanted.  ."Spring  bulbs  and  drought- 
resisting  perennials  should  be  used,  for  noth- 
ing looks  more  dreary  than  the  dried  stems 
and  withered  leaves  '  of  plants  which  are 
meant  to  be  ornamental.  Ry  attending  to 
gettin|^  the  most  suitable  types  of  plants,  the 
owners  energies  can  then  be  concentrated 
upon  the  ornamental  portion  of  the  grounds 
near  the  house  with  far  better  effect  than  if 
they  are  ipread  mt  t  large  nrcn  with  only 
mdifferent  rcsalts  everywhere.

Strawberry  Growing  in 
Metchosin 


AN  enterprising  movement  was  in- 
augurated recently  when  the  Metchosin 
Farmers'  Institute  undertook  to  sur- 
vey the  district  from  Langford  to  Rocky 
Point  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  the  pos- 
sibilities of  small  fruit  raising  on  a  com- 
mercial scale,  particularlv  tl:e  raising  of 
strawberries,  for  which  there  seems  no  lessen- 
ing in  demand.  A  eommittee  was  formed  to 
interview  residents  of  the  district,  opecially 
those  who  were  already  growing  small  fruits 
in  order  to  learn  what  their  experience  had 
I)cen  and  wlietiier  they  were  desirous  of  going 
further  into  the  business.  In  addition,  the 
assistance  was  sougiit  and  obtained  of  three 
of  the  leading  berrv  ;^ rowers  in  Keating  dis- 
trict, a  section  well  known  for  its  immense 
output  of  strawberries.  In  resp<inse  to  the 
Institute's  request,  Messrs.  Stewart,  Tanner 
and  McCarthy  visited  Metchosin,  and,  to- 
gether with  Mr.  White,  the  Government 
horticulturist,  and  Dr.  Wamock,  the  Deputy 
Minister  of  .Agriculture,  were  taken  round  to 
various  farms  where  strawberries  are  grown 
by  the  president  of  the  Institute.  Mr.  C.  E. 
Whitney-Griffiths,  and  in  the  evening  a  pub- 
lic^ meeting  was  held,  at  which  the  experts' 
opinions  were  given. 

Frankly  speaking,  the  veterans  from  the 
established  berry  district  did  not  appear 
greatly  impressed  with  the  possibilities  of  the 
district  aspiring  to  berry  growing.  The 
result  may  have  been  somewhat  discouraging 
to  those  v.hn  had  hoped  to  develop  tlieir 
places  in  that  direction.  Yet  upon  sifting 
"^e  remarks  of  the  speakers,  several  en- 
couraging  details  exist  that  should  consider- 
ably offset  the  draw  I'acks. 

Berry  Producing  Soil 

In  the  first  place,  it  was  evident  that  the 
speakers  were  unable  to  detach  from  their 
minds  thV*  thought  of  the  red  sandy  loam  in 
which  the  Keating  strawberries  thrive. 
Finding  very  little  of  this  red  loam  in  Met- 
chosin was  evidently  a  disappointment  to 
them  Hut.  as  the  chairm.in  of  the  committee 
that  had  made  the  investigation  pointed  out, 
there  does  exist  a  considerable  area  of  this 
type  of  soil,  but  as  it  is  not  employed  in 
strawberry  growing,  and|,as  the  visitors  were 
only  taken  to  the  existing  berry  patches,  they 
naturally  did  not  see  it.  Moreover,  while  the 
red  has  been  proved  to  be  an  ideal  straw- 
berry soil,  this  is  far  from  saying  that  the 
berries  will  not  thrive  equally  well  on  other 
soils  provided  they  are  not  too  heavy.  This  is 
abundantly  evident  in  the  Fraser  Valley, 
where  strawberries  flouri.sh  quite  as  well  in 
the  alluvial  soil  of  the  bottom  land  as  they  do 
in  the  red  loam  of  the  bench  lands.  It  comes, 
then,  to  the  point  that  the  main  thing  is  to 
have  the  right  food  in  tlie  soil  for  the  jilants, 
drainage  and  other  things,  of  course,  being 
equal. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  this  was  indicated  by 

one  of  the  speakers,  who  impressed  Upon  the 
audience  the  fact  that  stravvt)erry  growing 
could  not  be  carried  on  apart  from  the  keep 
ing  of  stock  to  furnish  the  barnyard  manure 
necessary  for  keeping  up  the  fertility  of  the 
soil.  This  is  a  point  which  all  intending 
berry  growers,  wherever  they  may  be  located, 
should  specially  note  Tufortunatcly  in  the 
past  it  has  not  been  sufhciently  appreciated, 
and  people  have  gone  in  for  berry  raising  on 
small  places  without  any  intention  of  keeping 
stock.  It  seems  to  be  the  opinion  of  ex- 
perienced berry  growers  that  while  promin- 
ence may  be  given  to  the  berry  crop  on  a  farm, 
specialization  in  the  sense  of  practically  ex- 
cluding other  lines  is  in  the  end  impractical. 

Conditions  of  Success 

Quite  as  important  as  getting  the  requisite 

fertility  in  the  soil  is  the  possession  of  suffi- 
cient land  to  enable  crop  rotation  to  be  prac- 
tised in  order  to  keep  in  check  the  straw- 
bery  weevil.  Mr.  K.  White  gave  the  rotation 
as  practised  by  the  flirector  of  the  Govern- 
ment test  plot  at  Cordon  Head,  which 
amounted  to  one  acre  in  young  plants,  one 
acre  in  first  year  braring,  one  acre  in  second 
crop,  one  in  wheat  seeded  to  clover,  one  in 
clover  and  one  in  poUtoes,  so  that  out  of  six 

acres  only  two  acres  would  be  in  bearing  in 
any  one  year,  though,  at  the  same  time,  the 
other  crops  would  nave  some  value.  An  im- 
portant point  that  should  be  given  attention 
is  the  time  of  ploughing  under  the  old  plants. 
This  should  take  place  in  September,  not  in 
July  immediately  after  fruiting,  as  some 
growers  have  done.  In  the  Fall  the  weevil  has 
laid  its  eggs  in  the  patch  and  the  subsequent 
ploughing  and  tillage  destroys  them,  whereas 
ploughing  in  Julv  merelv  disturbs  the  weevil 
which  goes  elsewhere  and  deposits  its  eggs 
and  the  object  of  the  ploughing  is  largely 
defeated. 

.•\  third  detail  which  the  speakers  im- 
pressed upon  the  meeting  was  the  importance 
of  variety.  In  ttieir  opmton  no  deviation  is 
wise  fnmi  the  standard  Magoon,  eM»ecially  if 
it  IS  the  object  of  the  growers  to  ship  to  the 
prairies  where,  as  Mr.  Grant,  the  Prairie 
Market  Commissioner,  pointed  out  some 
time  ago,  the  buyers  had  learne«l  to  assfK-iate 
this  excellent  shipping  berry  with  V  ancouver 
Island.  Similarly  for  jam  factories  it  is  pre- 
ferred on  account  of  its  good  cr>Ioring.  .X 
word,  though,  might  be  said  here  on  behalf  of 
some  of  the  English  varieties  whkh  hrc  of 
better  quality  than  the  ^Tagoon.  particularly 
as  It  developed  that  one  place  in  the  district 
had  been  planted  largely  to  British  Queen.  As 
has  been  advocated  on  this  page  before  the  lo- 
cal market  ought  to  be  supplier!  with  the  fin- 
est flavored  berries.  Victoria  then  would  soon 
acqntre  fame  as  the  place  where  perfect 
strawberries  are  to  be  had,  which  would  ma- 
terialy  aid  in  advertising  the  product  of  the 
strawberry  districts.  British  Queen  is 
acknowledged  to  he  the  finest  flavored  straw- 
berry in  the  world ;  it  is  ouite  robust  and  pro-

higher  price  for  its  quality,  a  moderate  out- 
put should  be  a  paying  proposition. 

The  neeeetHy      for  organieation  and 

loyalty  to  it  was  stressed  by  the  spe.iKri-.  .lud 
in  conclusion  the  advice  was  given  to  go  cau- 
tiously and  build  slowly  and  well.  This  is 
sound  advice,  and  it  may  be  said  that  it  is 
based  on  the  experience  of  both  the  Gordon 
Head  and  Keating  growers.  In  the  begin- 
ning the  farmers  in  these  districts  made  the 
change  from  mixed  farming  very  gradually, 
increasing  their  acreage  in  strawberries  as 
they  found  conditions  favorable.  That  Met- 
chosin fruit  growers  have  organized  sub- 
setpuiitly  to  the  initial  meeting  referred  to  in- 
dicates their  faith  in  the  district,  and  they 
have  the  good  wishes  of  all  who  desire  to  see 
all  the  available  agricultural  land  in  the 
vkinity  of  Victoria  put  to  the  most  produc- 
tive purposes. 

Misaf^prchcnsions  Affect- 
ing the  Bacon  Trade 

A  story  that  was  widely  circulated  during 
the  war  that  large  numbers  of  American 
dressed  hogs  were  imported  by  Canadian 
packers  and  cured  and  shipped  to  Great 
Britain  as  Canadian  bacon  was  laid  to  rest 
at  the  Ottawa  conferenre  last  Winter  be- 
tween Government  officials  and  producers  and 
packers.  Public  sentiment  in  Great  Britain 
against  the  American  packers  indicates  the 
prejudice  that  exists  there  against  United 
States  bacon,  and  it  is  certainly  not  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  Canada  to  have  had  the  imputa- 
tion that  Anierkan  prodiKts  were  shipped  as 
her  own. 

The  truth  of  (he  mattet-  is  that  as  CanaA 

was  unable  during  the  war  to  produce  enough 
hogs  to  supply  the  urgent  demand  from  the 
British  authorities,  dressed  hogs  were  im- 
ported from  the  I'nited  States,  cured  into 
bacon  and  exported.  The  hogs,  were  killed 
in  United  States  Government  inspected  plants 
and  each  hog  stamped  indelibly  by  the  in- 
spectors. Upon  arrival  in  Canada  they  were 
taken,  under  supervision  by  the  anadiau 
Government  meat  inspectors,  placed  in  separ- 
ate coolers  and  treated  as  if  in  bond.  The 
carcasses  were  cured  quite  separately  from 
the  Canadian  product,  packed  Separately  and 
the  boxes  plainly  marked  as  containing  the 
product  of  United  States  hogs.  The  state- 
ment of  Dr.  Barnes,  Chief  of  the  Meat  In- 
spection Division  of  ihc  Departmont  of  .Agri- 
culture, was  clear  and  unequivocal  and  defin- 
itely removed  any  cause  for  doubt  as  to  the 
honesty  of  the  transactions. 

A  similar  bogey  in  the  industry  is  the 
"post  cure"  of  bacon.  A  Government  Com- 
mission in  1917  made  searching  investigation 
on  this  point  and  rei)orted  that  the  "post  cure" 
was  an  absolutely  proper  and  honest  method. 
But  as  misa])prehension  still  seems  to  exist, 
it  should  l>e  explained  how  such  a  perfectly 
proper  trade  term  arose. 

Briefly,  post  cure  treatment  is  a  part  of  the 
pickling  process.  The  first  part  of  the  process 

is  practically  what  is  in  ccsmmon  use.  It  was 
discovered  that,  instead  of  pickling  export 
bacon  for  a  whole  month  in  Canada,  the  qual- 
ity could  be  greatly  improved  by  letting  the 
bacon  lie  a  shorter  time  in  pickle  at  the  pack- 
ing plant  and  then,  if  boats  were  not  readily 
available  upon  arrival  at  the  ocean  shipping 
I)oint,  placing  it  in  a  pickle  that  preserved  its 
quality.  This  was  the  "post  cure."  Thus  a 
much  better  quality  and  milder  bacon  could 
be  delivered  in  good  condition  overseas.  The 
Government  Commission  reporting  on  the 
matter  states:  "The  suggestion  was  that  this 
was  done  with  the  intention  of  increasing  the 
weight  of  the  product  and  in  substance  of  sell- 
ing a  certain  proportion  of  salf  and  water  at 
the  price  of  Wiltshire  sides.  After  a  thor- 
ough investigatif)n  no  evidence  has  been  ad- 
duced that  warrants  such  a  suggestion." 

Production  of  Clean  Milk 

The  Dairymen's  League  News  is  the  offi- 
cial organ  of  some  80,000  or  more  milk  pro- 
ducers supplying  the  New  York  metropolitan 
district.  Thioujrh  this  paper  the  members  arc 
instructed  in  approved  modern  dairy  practice. 
One  of  the  very  interesting  articles  thcT  con- 
tinually publish  is  given  in  full,  as  it  em- 
phasizes one  very  essential  thing  in  clean  milk 
production,  and  also  tells  how  it  should  be 
done. 

"Every  Dairvmen's  League  member  is  in- 
terested in  producing  clean  milk.  Clean  milk 
means  milk  with  low  bacteria  count.  Mr. 
llovev  has  already  shown  in  The  League 
News  tliat  it  is  almost  impossible  to  make 
satisfactory  dairy  products  from  milk  with 
a  high  bacteria  count.  The  experiment  sta- 
tions have  shown  that  dirty  utensils  and  for- 
eign materials  are  chiefly  responsible  for  the 
development  of  bacteria  content.  Clean,  dry 
cans  and  pails  are  becoming  the  rule  Mut 
how  about  the  dirt  that  gets  into  the  pail  at 
milking  time?  This  is  the  worst  season  of  the 
year  for  that.  Kven  the  most  careful  milker, 
using  a  small  top  pail,  cannot  prevent  dust 
and  biti  of  foreign  material  from  dropping 
flown  into  the  milk,  unless  the  cows  are  very 
clean,  it  is  humanly  impossible  to  keep  dust 
and  dirt  off  a  long-^iaired  cow.  The  ans#er 
is  dipping. 

How  to  Clip 

"Square  the  brush  off  even  v\ith  the  end 
of  the  bone.  It  will  grow  out  by  Spring.  Clip 
the  tail  close  with  the  clippers.  Incidentally 
observe  whether  the  good  producers  have 
coarse  or  fine  tail  bones.  Then  clip  the  flanks, 
udder  and  belly  to  a  line  extending  from  hip 
bones  to  a  point  of  at  least  six  inches  ahead 
of  the  udder.  When  the  job  is  done,  the  cows 
may  at  first  glance  appear  a  Uttla  odd.  covered 
with  long  hair  at  one  end  ^Ad  ikort  hair  at 
the  other,  but  the  novel  apptarance  soon 
wears  off  and  the  satiafactkM  of  milking  clean 
cows  soon  pays  for  the  eff  rt.  f,,r  .Jirt  in  any 
appreciable  quantity  will  not  stick  to  ttat  short

Strawberry  Weevil

THB  artide  appearing  in  this  paper  on 
May  30  on  weevil,  has  prompted  an  ap- 
parently well-informed  grower  of  straw- 
berries to  contribute  the  following: 

The  strawberry  root    weevil    has  been 

known  to  natural  histurian>  >oi  over  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  years.  For  a  long  time  it  was 
supposed  to  have  been  introduced  here  from 
Europe,  where  it  is  known  to  exist,  aa  wall 

as  in  Siberia.  .Now,  it  is  known  to  be  a  na- 
tive of  tins  part  and  may  be  found  almost 
anywhere. 

The  strawberry  root  weevil  was  christened 

.such  in  1912,  after  an  extemlcd  research  in 
the  State  of  Oreeon,  under  a  special  appro- 
priation by  the  United  States  Government. 
This  research  was  the  means  of  obtaining 
valuable  information  on  the  habits  and  life 
history  of  the  pest,  but  did  not  succeed  in  any 
reliable  means  of  control,  although  every  •COW* 
ceivable  poison,  gas,  etc  ,  was  tried  Ottt. 

Habits  of  the  Pest 

The  weevil  in  its  natural  state  lives  upon  a 
long  list  of  plants,  *'aorel.**  commonly  known 
as  sour  grass,  being  one  of  its  favorites.  In 
its  natural  resorts,  it  is  kept  in  check  by  na- 
tural enemies,  and  at  best  merely  exisU. 

What  then  has  made  it  a  pest?  It  it  simply 
a  state  of  cause  and  effect.  Man  in  the  first 
place  has  produced  by  breeding  an  abnormal 
strawberry  plant  with  great  root  system.  He 
has  them  put  into  large  plantations  and  sub"- 
jected  this  to  abnormal  cutivation.  The  sum 
and  substance  of  tlii^  i.s  that  he  has  unbal- 
anced iTature.  The  weevili  find  R  uwr  Hf- 

ing  in  such  a  i)lantation.  and,  consequently, 
multiply,  and  with  no  other  plant  to  eat  by 
reason  of  man's  effort  to  keep  down  all  other 
growth,  the  young  weevils  arc  forced  to  take 
a  liking  for  strawberry  roots.  Here  they  breed 
and  incubate  to  perfection,  and  when  it  is 
considered  that  a  weevil  two  weeks  old  can 
lay  eggs  in  the  soil  and  that  its  parent  also 
is  alive  and  laying,  is  there  any  wonder  at  a 
pest  being  created.  It  is  the  grub  in  the  soil, 
not  the  parent,  that  docs  the  damage. 

As  the  injury  is  done  underground,  it  is 
more  difficult  to  combat,  like  the  submarine 
menace. 

Difficult  Problem 
Research  has  been  going  on  for  years  to 
try  and  find  some  liieafie  of  control.  The 

great  difficulty  has  !)ecn  that  no  chemical  has 
been  found  effective  to  grown  beetles,  and  no 
means  of  destroying  the  grub  in  the  soil  with- 
out also  killing  the  plants.  Rather  than  eat 
poisoned  leaves,  the  adult  will  migrate,  and 
has  been  known  to  fast  for  from  40  to  50 
days  in  research.  It  travels  and  feeds  at  nigitt 
in  the  adult  stage,  and  feigns  death  when  dis- 
turbed. A  more  cunning  insect  could  not  ex« 
ist.  The  only  means  01  reducing  weevils  is 
by  means  of  traps  for  adults,  and  that  if  be- 
ing experimented  with  in  many  pacts  and  haH 
been  proven  very  effective. 

For  the  destruction  of  grubs  ^e  striil'* 
berry  plants  must  be  taken  up  and  burnt. 

(a)  Summer  fallow  and  work  the  soil  up 
at  intervals  with  a  spring  tooth  harrow,  fol- 
lowed by  chickens,  which  will  readily  dcv<nir 
the  white  grubs,  but  it  must  be  remembered 
that  while  this  is  effective  for  the  grubs,  the 
adults  migrate  to  soom  more  favonu>le  tpot. 

(b)  Take  up  plants  and  Winter  fallow,  and 
use  spring  tooth  at  intervals  in  cold  weather, 
frost  preferred,  and  hundreds  of  grubs  will 
die  Irom  exposure.  Here  again  the  adults 
migrate  to  more  favorable  spots  and  hibernate 
to  lay  again  next  Spring. 

(c;  Rotation;  growing  crops  known  to  be 
disliked  by  weevil  grubs.  It  is,  therefore, 
clear  that  both  fallowing  and  traps  must  be 
used  to  effect  anything  of  a  reasonable  means 
of  control.  Fallow  to  destroy  grubs  and 
traps  to  destroy  adult  beetles  when  migrat- 
ing. Dy  these  two  means  reproduction  can 
be  kept  down  to  at  least  normal  or  natural 
state  and  the  menace  reduced  to  a  minimum. 
Complete  extermination  seems  out  of  the 
question,  as  beetles  and  possibly  grubs  may 
be  carried  to  new  plantations  in  young  plants. 
Hy  the  same  token  one  df)es  not  expect  to  ex- 
terminate pests  from  an  orchard  by  tprayyig, 
but  merely  to  keep  control.  * 


Serious  Bee  Disease 


In  connection  with  the  regulation  of  the 
Dominion  Minister  of  Agrieomire  prohibithig 

the  importation  of  bees  from  Europe  for  fear 
of  introducing  the  "Isle  of  Wight"  disease, 
it  may  be  stated  that,  according  to  British  in- 
vestigations, this  is  one  of  the  most  serious 
diseases  known  to  bee  culture.  When  once 
firmly  established,  it  quickly  exterminates  a 
colony.  l'*or  many  years  its  cause  was  un- 
known. Studies  by  Drs.  Rennte  and  White 
and  i-Jsie  J.  Harvey,  of  Great  Britain,  dis- 
covered the  primary  canse  to  be  a  pararite 
or  .T  "mite."  tarsonemti;  Woodi  The  para- 
site is  said  to  attack  the  bees  through  the 
breathing  orifices,  and,  in  well  established 
cases  of  infection,  to  extend  inward  om  eitiier 
side  from  the  thoracic  spiracle 

It  appears  that  the  parasite  may  be  found 
in  apparently  normal  or  healthy  bees.  Bees 
carrying  mites  will  go  to  the  fields  and  func- 
tion apparently  as  well  as  healthy  bees,  but 
as  the  parasite  begins  to  develop,  the  first 
symptom  of  their  Itoat"  or  victim  hi  inabilitr 
to  fly.  although  apparently  normal  in  r>ther 
respects.  After  a  time  it  joins  other  afiectcd 
bees  in  front  of  the  entrance  to  the  hhrc  mnd 

the'e  dies.  Tt  in  confidently  expertrd  that 
the  embargo  against  the  importation  of  bees 
from  Eoro^ean  coontriaa  imo  Canada,  now  in 
effect,  will  prevent  thia 
reaching  this  country.

It  lias  been  said  of  Gladstone  that  he 
brought  seriousness  into  politics.

The  liouse  had 
no  idea  what  great  and  noble  men  the  farmers 
in  Ireland  were  They  were  worthy  to  rank 
with  the  greatest  men  in  history.  Fanners, 
jrtt,  but  "men  whose  lives  ought  to  have  been 
written  by  Plutarch."  I'ven  Mr.  Gladstone 
could  not  resist  the  fun  of  the  idea  of  Irish 
firmers  having  their  lives  written  by  Plutarch, 
and  he  joined  as  heartily  it  anyone  in  the  ex- 

tlosion  of  laughter  which  the  MajOr't  humor 
ad  evoked.

If.  therefore, 
ICnglishiiien  did  not  understand  Irel.inil  and 
the  irvjh,  the  Irish  members  were  oitcn  to 
blame^ because  of  the  highly-cok>red  or  unreal 
pictures  of  Irish  life  which  they  so  often  pre- 
sented. They  did  not  always  keep  so  closely 
to  actual  fact  at  Mr.  Dclahunty,  the  Irish  M.P. 
who  bet^aii  his  maiden  speech  by  saving.  "Mr. 
vSpeaker,  Ireland  is  an  island  entirely  sur- 
rounded by  water."  ' 

Eloquent  Irish  Solditr 
I  have,  however,  listened  in  the  House  of 

Gomnioiis  to  some  reallV  gr''*'!*^.  .speeclies  by 
Irish  representatives.  The  one  that  stands 
out  above  all  others  was  the  speech  delivered 
in  March,  1917,  by  Major  William  Kedmond, 
the  brother  of  John  Rcdniund,  who  led  the 
Nationalist  Party  with  such  great  ability  and 

coura^i-e  until  liis  di-.ith  in  1''18. 

Major  KeUniond  was  home  on  leave  from 
Fran^,  asd^h^  took  the  opportunity  of  second- 
ing a  resolution,  moved  Ity  Mi  T  1'  '  >'Con- 
nor,  in  favor  of  granting  immediate  liome 
Rule  to  Ireland.  His  speech  in  favor  of  the 
lesolution  was  a  truly  memorable  one  I  can- 
not imagine  that  anyone  who  heard  it  could 
ever  forget  it  or  its  effect  on  the  crowded 
House.  Never,  not  even  when  the  ji:reatest 
statesmen  have  addressed  it,  have  I  known  the 
House  of  Commons  so  deeply  moved  as  it  was 
on  that  occasion  by  the  earnest  eloquence  of 
that  gallant  soldier  who  was  mortally 
wounded  in  battle  a  few  weeks  later. 

I  think  I  see  and  hear  him  now,  as  he 
pleaded  with  such  pathos  and  power  for  peace 
and  goodwill  between  Britain  and  Ireland.  "Is 
it  not  possible."  he  asked,  "on  your  side  and 
ourS^to  l^  the  dead  past  bury  the  dead,  and  to 
conuneiice  a  brighter  and  a  newer  and  a  friend 
licr  era  between  the  two  countries?  Why 
must  it  be  that,  when  British  soldier.s  and 
Irish  soldier-^  are  sufferinj^  and  dyinp  side  by 
side,  this  eternal  old  quarrel  should  go  on? 
In  the  face  of  a  war  which  is  threatening 
civilization,  which  is  destroyinpf  all  that  man- 
kind has  built  up  in  the  Christian  era,  in  the 
face  of  all  that,  are  we  still  to  continue  in  Ire- 
land our  conflicts  and  our  arg-unients  and  our 
disputes  about  tlie  merits  of  the  Stuarts,  about 
the  battle  of  the  Boyne  anff  the  rest?** 

It  would  have  rejoiced  the  heart  of  Major 
Redmond,  had  he  lived,  to  find  that  the  re- 
sponse to  his  moving  and  patriotic  appeal, 
although  delayed  for  nearly  five  years,  has  at 
last  been'  made  in-  a  penerous  and  whole- 
hearted manner  by  the  iiritish  Parliament. 

The  British  House  of  Commons  has  rarely 
done  a  wiser  or  more  courageous  action  than 
when,  on  16th  December,  1921,  by  a  majority 
of  401  to  58,  it  endorsed  the  Irish  Treaty  which 
had  been  nej^'otiated  and  signed  largely 
through  the  patient  and  skilful  statesmanship 
of  th«r  Mwrgetic  and  persuasive  Premier,  Mr. 
Lloyd  George. 


Some  B.C.  Fossils.

ON'E  of  the  most  fascinating  hobbies  any- 
one can  have  is  the  hunting  for  and  ex- 
traction of  fossils  frcun  the  clay  beds, 
rocks  and  raised  beaches  of  sand,  clay  and 
gravel  where  they  occur ;  and  these  are  some- 
times a  long  way  back  from  the  present-time 
bearhes,  and  even  very  hi>:;^h  up  in  the  moun- 
tains; and  the  hnding  of  marine  shells  im- 
bedded in  shales,  sandstone,  limestones  and 
otlier  rocks  always  excites  the  curiosity  of  the 
hnder,  and  may  lead  to  the  profitable  study  of 
the  Kcology  of  the  district  where  they  arc 
found. 

There  are  "fossil"  shells  and  other  traces  of 
prehistoric  life  in  many  of  the  sands,  gravels 
and  clays  whidh  form  the  up^  layers  of  the 
surface  of  the  land.  Some  kinds  arc  still  alive 
in  our  waters  aivd  some  arc  still  found  in  the 
Arctic  seas.  There  are  many  instances  of  the 
teeth  (^f  vertebrate  mammals,  much  as  mam- 
moths, being  found  in  the  gravels  and  sands. 
.Several  have  been  found  at  Mount  Tolmie. 
They  mipht  be  found  washed  out  in  creek  or 
river  beds  or  beaches  where  the  water.<i  have 
washed  through  or  against  beda  or  cliflfs  of 
clays,  sands  and  gravela.  V 

\n  excavation  for  sewapc  works  (jirob 
ably;  on  Charles  Street,  d9wn  near  Ross 
Bay.  a  AoTt  while  ago  cut  through  a  bed  of 
peat  which  was  full  of  thousands  of  fresh 
water  shells  in  good  preservation.  These  were 
"fossils."  although  the  same  animals  are  com- 
mon in  onr  lakes  today.  Tins  proves  that  all 
that  flat  land  inshore  from  Ross  Bay  nvaa  at 
one  time  not  so  very  long  ago  a  fresh  water 
lake  ♦ 

When  recent  species  of  shell;*,  that  is, 
those  which  are  still  found  alive  in  our  waters, 
are  found  in  beds  of  sand,  gravel  or  clay  above 
the  present  level  of  hi)?h  water,  they  arc  often 
in  what  are  called  "raised  beadies."  Fmmerly, 
when  they  were  deposited,  the  land  where 
they  now  lie  was  at  high-water  mark  in  the 
sea  of  those  days.  By  noticing  the  position  of 
these  deposits  we  get  some  idea  ofjlow  much 
the  surfa.  r  .  f  the  adjacent  country  has  been 
raised  above  its  one  time  level  during  the 
course  6f  the  ages. 

All  tli(  blue  clays  and  their  accompanym^' 
&and&  and  gravel  beds  have  been  deposited  at 
the  end  oT and  since  the  so-called  "glacial  " 
penod,  whefiall  this  country  was  covered  with 
ice  from  enormous  glaciers,  which  ploughed 
out  the  Straits  of  Georgia,  the  Straits  of  Haro 
.Tvi  the  Straits  of  Kuca,  and  »h^  rocks  on  the 
surface  all  round  the  country  are  prooved  over 
the  surface  and  ground  smooth  by  the  passage 
of  these  glaciers.  You  will  sec  these  marks 
on  the  rocks  all  round  Beacon  Hill  and  on  the 
summit  of  Mount  Tolmie  and  many  other 
places,  mostly  running  northeasterly  and 
!«outhwcstcrh .  sh  ..vinj;  f'l.tt  fhe  ice  fields  and 
glaciers  travelled  m  that  direction.  I  am  told 
that  the  "ice  grooving**  ehanns  iu  direction 
•>n  th'-  'Tt'-idr  of  Vancouver  Islsad 'aoiBc  dis- 
tance to  the  north  of  Sookc.

Sea  and  Land  Animals  . 
.^.t  WilliaiiT  Head  have  l-t-en  found  foasils 
of  what  may  be  plates  and  uobsibly  t^  ipines 
of  a  sea-urckiii.  Speatdnf*  of  sea-utchias,  I 
would  like  to  mention  that  "urchin"  is  the  old 
ICnglish  name  oi  an  animal  commonly  called 
"hedgehog,"  which  is  covered  with  priddes, 

and  for  |)totet  tion  rotlsitsdi  into  a  balL  Piy>m 

this  animal  the  nama  of  aea-urchin  was  given 
to  the  round  or  pentagonal  echinoids,  which 
are  covcim!  \\  :th  bi'incs  I  have  seen  it  stated 
recently  that  tlx  Ih  Igehog  got  its  name  of 
"urchin"  from  tue  bca-urcnins,  whereas  the 
contrary  is  the  case ;  indead,  many  of  the  com- 
mon names  of  sea  animals  are  taken  from  land 
.animals  which  they  are  supposed  to  resemble. 
An  exception  may  perhaps  be  made  in  favor 
of  the  shark,  which  has  given  its  name  to  some 

human  species. 

I  would  recommend  anyone  interested  in 

the  ci  l!e«  tion  of  fossils  always  to  krep  his 
eyes  on  any  clay  or  sand,  or  even  gravel,  when 
it  is  being  woriced  or  excavated,  and  never  to 
reject  any  shells  or  (rthcr  fossils  thev  may  find, 
sm  it  is  very  often  of  the  greatest  importance 
to  have' a  long  series  of  any  species,  even  the 
coninioncst,  for  future  comparison  with  speci- 
mens collected  elsewhere  or  by  other  collec- 
tors. Many  species  are  so  variable  in  form, 
color  and  sculpture  that  only  d  series  of  from 
hve  or  six  up  to  dozens  of  specimens  will  give 
a  true  and  comprehensive  grasp  of  their  varia- 
tions. 

Sooke  and  Renfrew 
Along  the  shores  of  the  Straits,  all  the  way 
from  the  spit  at  the  entrance  to  Sookt  Harbor 

northwest  to  beyond  Port  Renfrew  or  San 
Juan  and  up  some  of  the  creeks  a  short  way 
inland  from  the  shore,  notably  Muir  Creek, 
Kirby  Creek,  and  Sandstone  Creek,  arc  beds 
of  coarse  sandstone  called  the  "Carinaaah 
Beds."  and  also  the  Sooke  Tertiary  formation. 
These  exposures,  which  occur  at  intervals  for 
quite  a  distance  up  the  West  Coast  of  Vancou- 
-ver  Island,  have  yielded  some  of  the  most  in- 
teresting fossil.s  I  have  seen.  The  exploration 
of  these  rocks  is  o^nly  in  its  infancy,  and  every 
year  is  adding  new  ahd^exciting  finds  for  those 
who  are  fortunate  enough  to  have  the  time 
and  opportunity  to  explore  them. 

Ternaps  the  most  interesting  and  valuable 
finds  as  yet  are  the  bones  of  new  species  of 
fossil  whales,  and  the  teeth  of  other  warm- 
blooded sea-mammals.  These  are  not  com- 
mon, but  there  are  also  in  these  rocks  many 
species  of  sea  shells,  some  very  beautiful,  and 
quite  a  number  which  arc  "new  to  science"; 
and  when  exploring  and  collecting  in  such  a 
field  as  this  there  is  always  the  exciting  chance 
of  joining  across  something  which  is  quite 
new,  or  better  specimens  that  have  hitherto 
been  found  of  rare  species.  I  am  tnld  that  this 
section  of  the  coast  can  now  be  easilv  reached 
by  the  Jordan  River  stage,  which  nearly 
reaches  the  coastline  at  the  |)ower  house  The 
maps  issued  by  the  Geological  Survey  at  Ot- 
tawa, although  very  useful,  are  not  quite  reli- 
able, but  no  dou!it  tins  important  locality  will 
receive  further  attention,  especially  as  scien- 
tific authorities  on  the  "other  side,"  in  Cali- 
fornia and  other  parts  of  the  States  are  becom- 
ing deeply  interested,  as  also  scientific  spe- 
cialists in  the  Old  Country  and  Europe. 

It  seems  a  pity  that  this  kind  of  work 
should  he  done  by  ''aliens,"  hut  as  long  as  our 
Gpvernmcnts,  both  Dommiou  and  Provincial, 
are  so  apathetic,  and  I  supfose  we  have  only 
ourselves  to  blame  for  them,  nothing  can  be 
expected  from  them.  Some  day  perhaps  the 
general  public  will  be  educated  up  to  the  im- 
portance of  these  things.  \'ictoria  is  very  for- 
tunate in  having  this  deeply  interesting  held 
so  ckMe  at  her  doors. 

It  requires  a  j^ood  set  (if  fools  to  work  in 
these  beds — pick,  chisels  and  hammer — and  as 
is  usual  with  this  work,  a  fund  of  inexhaustible 
patience.

Hard  Drinkers 


Locomotives  are  hard  drinkers.    On  the 

famous  non-stop  run  to  Plymouth  of  the  Great 
Western  "Cornish  Riviera"  express — the  long- 
est daily  journey  of  its  kind  in  the  world — the 
enijine  needs  to  be  refreshed  with  a  modest 
total  of  some  forty  tons  of  water  while  cover- 
ing the  226  miles  between  Paddington  and 
North  Road. 

Such  a  weight  is  equal  to  that  of  the  larfi^est 
and  heaviest  dining-car,  and  it  would  be  a  very 
uneconomical  proceeding  to  haul  right  through 
the  run  a  fender  capable  of  holding  this  va.st 
quantity  of  "drink."  Actually  the  water  stor- 
age capacity  of  the  tenders  coupled  to  these 
engines  is  about  .^.500  gallons. 

Thus,  in  order  that  a  train  shaU  not  be  com- 
pelled to  stop  specially  for  water,  arrange- 
ments must  be  made  to  pick  up  at  speed  the 
precious  fluid.  This  is  done  by  providing  be- 
tween the  rails  those  long,  shining  "ribbons" 
of  water  with  the  sight  of  which  evfry  kmg- 
distance  traveler  is  familiar. 

The  "track-trough"  has  a  length  of  just  over 
a  quarter  of  a  mile,  is  about  eighteen  inches 
wide  and  six  inches  deep,  and  is  generally  con- 
stricted of  steel.  A  perfectly  level  and  fairly 
straight  piece  of  line  must,  of  course,  be  se- 
lected as  the  site,  with  an  abundant  supply  of 
good  water  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

As  the  engine  approaches  the  trough,  the 
driver  lets  down  under  the  tender  a  moveable 
"scoop,"  shaped  somewhat  like  a  shovel.  The 
sharp  lower  edge  of  this  scoop  cuts  off  the  "top 
layer"  of  the  water,  and  tlic  momentum  of  the 
train  forces  this  up  through  «  large  vertical 
pipe  with  a  mushroom  head  into  the  tender 
tank. 

From  2,0(X)  to  .1,000  gallons  of  water  are 
"picked  up"  in  some  fifteen  or  twenty  seconds, 
the  exact  quantity  varying  according  to  the 
speed  of  the  tram.  Curiously  enough,  the 
greatest  quantity  is  not  lifted  at  the  highest 
speeds,  as  very  fast  travaUng  taaida  tn  aeatlcr 
the  water  in  spray. 

The  right  speed  for  taking  the  maximum 
anunmt  is  about  forty  miles  per  hour. 

An  important  part  of  the  equipm'*nt  of  the 
troughs  is  the  large  storage  tank  at  the  side  of 
the  line,  with  its  aensitive  ball-vafvc,  which  en^ 

able^  the  long  trough  to  fill  again  ftpidly  wtftt 
each  train  has  passed  over. 

Without  this  animgement,  if  tw«  trains 
were  following  one  another  across  the  trough 
at  a  short  interval,  the  angina  pt  tkt.j|(ond 
would  have  to  go  diiraty. 

These  numerous  in^tallattont  ol  iMck- 
trougha  are  the  secret  of  the  many  iion-str>p 
runs  of  over  100  miles  performed  daily  :n 
Grant  Britain,  numerically  without  parallel  in 
aiM  .  th^r  covntry  in  the

ever tinge<l  with  error)  as  are  to  be  found  in 
books  sucli  us  I.  alamy's  historical  account 
his  own  life  (1671-1731),  or  the  satria'antiMr'a 
"Nonconformists'  Mcmoiial"-  "beinp  an  ac- 
count of  the  lives,  butlerings,  and  y)rintcd 
works  of  the  two  tin"  1  sand  ministers  ejected 
froin  the  Church  of  I'.npland  bv  the  Act  of 
Uniformity,-  166b,"  or  even  sucli  a  work  as 
Walter  Wilson's  ''History  and  Antiquaries  of 
Dissenting'  Churches  and  Meeting'  Houses  in 
London,  Westminster  and  Southwark,  includ- 
ing the  Uvea  of  their  Ministers"? 

Front  tBe  pages  of  these  books  the  future 

Anglican  divine  would  team  that  N'oncon- 
formity  has  its  religious  bistory  np  less  than 
the  Anglican  Church,  can  venerate  the  mem" 
ory  of  its  own  martyrs  and  confessors,  and  ap 
peal  to  a  noble  tradition  deeply  ingrained  and 
channelled  into  the  religious  life  of  England. 

On  the  other  hand,  what  could  be  better  for 
the  inmates  of  a  Dissenting  college  than  early 
to  become  aware  of  the  existence  of  that  once 
famous  folio  with  a  title  too  long  to  be  here 
inserted,  which  the  second-hand  book-sellers  of 
today  curtly  paraphrase  as  "W  alkcr  s  Suffer- 
ings of  the  Clergy  in  the  iTimes  of  the  Great 
Rebellion,"  and  sometimes  astad  juote  Cilrtly 
as  "Walker's  vSufTerings"? 

^  The  Historical  Sense 

^^Tis  a  pity  to  see  priests,  parsons,  and 
ministers  go  through  life  with  an  historical 
sense  either  mutilated  or  perhaps  even  never 
aroused.  The  historical  sense  is  based  on  an 
intelligent  cttriosity  to  find  out  what  really 
happened  long  ago,  and  how  it  came  about 
that  men  and  women,  fashioned  like  ourselves, 
treated  one  another  in  the  way  they  did.  ^This 
can  '  ii'v  be  found  out  by  reading  all  comid 
a  subject,  and  is.  perhaps,  more  likely  to  be 
discovered  in  biography  than  in  what  is  called 
history.  . 

Some  60  years  ago  I  used  occasionally  to 
meet  at  my  father's  table  some  excellent 
Liverpool  men  who  were  wont  at  times,  after 
supper,  to  expand  with  pride  as  they  recalled 
the  fact  that  they  could  claim  descent  from 
divines  recorded  in  Calamy's  "Xoncomfonn- 
ist  Memorial"  as  having  been  ejected  from 
their  Church  of  England  livings  in  August, 
1666.  But  with  the  statement  of  tUis  regret- 
table occurrence-  theh*  interest  in  the  mattei* 
seemctl  altogether  to  cease,  f  t  they  could 
never  tdl  nie  how  it  was  that  their  godly  an- 
cestors were  in  possession  of  those  livings  in 
Augtist,  1666.  Who  were  their  immediate  pre- 
decessors? "Walker's  Sufferings"  was  not  in 
my  father's  library — where  Calamy  reigned 
supreme — but  as  I  had  access  (laus  deo)  to 
the  fine  lending  library  attached  to  the  Liver- 
pool "Lyceum,"  I  had  no  difficulty  in  discov- 
ering "Walker,*^  and  then,  aided  by  the  exccK 
lent  index  of  names  to  be  found  at  the  end 
of  that  fascinating  volume,  to  make  out  for 
myself  how,  in  many  instance*  at  all  events, 
these  ancestors  of  my  father's  friends  came  to 
be  in  possession  of  the  livings  from  which 
they  were  cruelly  ejected.  It  was  by  the 
simple  process  of  tnming  out  their  predeces- 
sors. A  Puritan  curate  took  tlie  plare  (some- 
times rather  shabbilv)  of  what  we  should  now 
call  a  High  Choren  vicar.  When  I  carried 
this  information  to  my  father**  friends  and  f^f- 
fered  to  make  extracts  from  "Walker"  about 
their  ancestors,  I  was  not  Well  received,  and 
once  bidden  **lO'bfm9tt'ci  the  knowledge  that 
puffetb  up." 

To  Avoid  Prejudice 

In  suggesting  this  course  of  riding  to 

all  sides  alike — Catholic,  .Anglican,  N'oiirom- 
forinist — it  is  not  within  the  compass  of  my 
imagination  that,  e.g..  a  good  Catholic,  with 
a  real  hold  upon  his  faith,  would  ever  come  to 
be  disturbed  in  it  by  reading  Ilallam,  Macau- 
lay,  or  even  Eoxe's  "Uook  of  Martyrs,"  any 
more  than  a  sound  Protestant  would  be  likely 
to  be  upset  in  Iiis  private  judgment  by  reading 
Lingard's  "History  of  England."  Nothing  of 
the  kind  would  happen,  but  of  this  one  may 
be  certain,  that  a  vast  amount  of  historical 
prejudice  would  be  dissipated  in  the  process, 
and  who  would  not  wish  to  get  quit  once  for 
all  of  historical  prejudice? 

Quite  apart  from  the  educational  advan- 
tage 111  the  training  of  the  clergy  and  minis- 
ters of  all  denominations,  the  mere  fCiader  Of 
English  history  can  never  hope  to  reap  the 
full  fruits  of  that  delightful  pursuit  unless  he 
puts  up  his  game  in  all  the  covartSrand  stud* 
ies  both  sides  of  the  great  controversies. 
Ki%  or  Commonwealth,  Pope  or  Queen, 
which  have  divided  the  nation  from  time  to 
time  into  hostile  tamps. 

It  is  now  easy  for  the  armchair  reader 
to  do  this  without  mcurring  t^e  pains  of 
original  research. 

There  was  a  time,  not  so  very  long  ago, 
when  the  ordinary  boy  or  girl  brought  up  in 
a  Protestant  household  (who  need  wish  to  be 
brought  up  anywhere  else?)  had  but  little 
chance  of  doing  justice  to  the  Catholic  side  ol 
the  terrible  quarrel  oi  the  16th  century. 

How  few  ol  MS  60  years  ago  had  even 
so  much  as  heard  of  Father  Campion,  whose 
biography  of  Richard  Simpson  is  now  one  of 
the  moat  exciting  as  wall  as  sool-atirring  of 
English  biograpbaaa.  Wt  kftew  a  good  deal 
about  Archbishop  Cranmer,  but  next  to 
nothing  of  his  successor.  Keainald  Pole,  who 
was  consecrated  at  Greenwich  two  days  altar 
Cranmer  had  been  burnt  in  Oxford.  Now  it 
will  be  aenerally  adnyttcd  that,  as  men  to  read 
FoU  if  at 


great  deal  more  cosmopolitan  than  Crattmtr.

.  TMugh  the  Centuriaa 

"Forgotten  Shrines'  is  a  happy  mi.xture  of 
a  guide  book  for  pedestrians  and  motorists 
)vhen  in  search  of  the  picturesque  and  of  au 

historical  story  bOpk.  fOT  thoSt  WI19  lova  to 
recall  the  past. 

''Forgotten  Shrines"  is,  of  course,  a  Roman 
Catholic  book,  and  is  composed  in  a  spirit  of 
devotion  and  affectionate  rei^aid  for  those 
brave  men  and  women,  the  adlicrcnts,  in  ter- 
rible times,  of  the  old  religion;  but  it  does  not 
deal  with  points  of  doctrine,  and  contains 
nothing  likely  to  ruffle  anyone's  theological 
fe&thera. 

It  begins  by  taking  us  to  Xorbury  Hall,  on 
the  Dove,  in  Derbyshire,  built  bv  .*<ir  Henrv 
l  it/herbert  at  the  bcguimug  of  the  14lh  cen- 
tury, and  in  later  days  inhabited  by  that 
-famous  judge,  Sir  Anthony  Fitzherbcrt.  the 
author  of  one  of  the  rarest  of  English  law 
books,  1516,,  "La  Graonde  Abridgement." 
Sir  Anthony  was  a  devout  Catholic  and  a  truly 
pious  man,  but  he  lived  in  times  when  it  was 
hard  for  a  Catholic  judge  to  steer  clear  of 
heresy,  and  he  was  compt- lied  to  be  a  member 
of  the  tribunal  that  tried  l^.'-her  and  More -■ 
a  terrible  blot  on  any  escutcheon,  Catholic  or 
Protestant.  Under  the  picturesque  title  "A 
Kuincd  Castle  by  the  Sea,"  our  author  takes 
us  on  a  pilgrimage  to  VV  artliugton  iiall,  close 
by  the  old  Saxon  church  of^osnam.  in  Sussex, 
and  here  we  are  told  the  talc  of  Margaret. 
Countess  of  Salisbury,  the  mother  of  Reginald 
Pole,  the  friend  and  governess  of  Mary  Tudor, 
and  at  last,  when  nearly  tlic  murdered  vie 
tim  of  Henry  VI II  ,  aided  and  abetted  by  both 
Houses  of  rarhamcnt.  .\  vl^>ll  to  .Markcutield 
Hall,  tiear.Ripon,  enables  the  writer  renovare 
<lolorem  of  the  second  pilc;rimage  of  grace— 
and  so  on  down  a  long  li&t  of  castles,  parks 
and  halls.  The  very  numerous  illustrations^ 
taken  chiefly  from  photographs  made  on  the 
spot  by  the  pilgrim  himself,  all  add  to  the 
romance.

old  hall  or  even  a  moated  grange.  Hut  when 
I  ask  myself,  what  would  "Eorgotien  Shrines" 
be  without  its  illustrations,  I  feel  a  little 
doubtful  about  this,  but  the  expei  iment  shoiUd 
certainly  be  made  by  somebody  else.

Lon 
don,  a  demoiMtration  was  piven  by  Mr.  F  C, 
Dyche-'i'eague,  B.  Sc.,  F.LC.,  of  a  new  form 
of  pitch  whirh  ha8  t>een  patented  by  a  RHttah 
firm  under  the  name  of  "Collactite"  It  wa*^ 
shown  that  ordinary  hand  pitch  could,  by  a 
special  process,  be  converted  at  small  cost 
into  a  prc»doct  which,  witli  an  equal  part  of 
water,  was  highly  fluid.  The  treated  pitch 
was  shown  to  have  very  great  penetrative  and 
covering  power  and  v,  ns  in  fact,  in  an  ideal 
condition  for  mixture  with  either  asbestos  or 
cellttkMe  fibre  prior  to  the  felting  of  tlie  latter 
on  a  box-board  or  similar  paper-making 
machine.  'i1ic  material  kas  been  j>roduced  on 
a  commercial  scale  and  samples  cut  from  IJ 
feet  by  .3  feet  sheets  were  passed  rotnid  at  the 
meeting,  it  i»  tough' and  hard  and  stron(;ly 
reiiembies  vulcanite.    When    struck    with  a 

hammer  it  dvcs  a  clear  nn^nig  sound  and  it 
can  be  punched,  glimmered  and  sawn  -uithout 
any  tendency  l#f  ciilck.  It  i»  said  that  cor- 
rugated^'eiiieta  can  be  produced  at  a  price  com- 
petitive with  corrugated  iron  and  that  the  ma- 
terial will  not  warp  or  sag  when  expoke<l  to 
the  hottest  sun.  A  test  showed  that  a  3-16th 
inch  sheet  could  support  600  p#nnda  tit 
centre  of  a  5-ft.  span.  ^

Among  all  the  agencies  of  progress, 
none  haa  been  more  important  than 
the  good  roada  movement.  At  first 
thought,  thla  ataUmont  may  be  dlf- 
flcult  fully  to  appreciate;  at  least  it 
may  be  If  we  think  of  good  roada 
merely  aa  hlghwaya  rather  than  from 
tne  aiandpolnt  oi  the  part  thoy  play 
aa  a  link  In  tho  ehaln  of  growth  attd 
devolopmaat  of  tha  torrltory  io  which 
t  hoy  ara  batll. 

Oood  roada  ar«  a  maans  of  better 
traaaportatloh,  and  therein  Ilea  thalr 
greateat  valuo.  PYom  that  standpoint 
they  are  Juat  aa  important  aa  th* 
uuiumublla  and  the  railroad.  Or 
course,  we  can  gat  along  without  good 
roada  but  to  do  ao  Involvea  a  atep 
bauKward  auch  aa  none  of  aa  want  to 
take  In  thla  age  of  profroaa  aad  effi- 
ciency. 

nay  Important  Part 
While  good  roads  of  thcinaolvoa  ara 
not  a  dramatlo  part  In  tho  Ufa  aad 
huHineaa  of  today;  thoy  dro  juat  aa 
much  ao  aa  tho  telephone  and  tha 
telegraph.  The  people  of  any  terri- 
tory that  haa  e«od  roada  wUI  m»tUr 
to  this  faet.  ' 

There  was  a  tlino  when  nicf.safes 
wero  aent  on  huraeback,  when  Kooda 
were  hauled  In  horac  drawn  vehicles 
and  people  travelled  from  pUco  lo 
place  by  uarrlago  or  coach.  There 
waa  a  time,  too,  when  huslneaa  let- 
tero  wore  written  by  hand  and  count- 
ing waa  done  the  aame  way.  There 
waa  a  tlmo  whon  maaufacturlng  op- 
eratlonn  of  all  klada  wora  perfomed 
•  I'v  hand.  But  thoao  daya  have  paaaed 
111  pracUcally  ovory  part  of  tho  elvll- 
"ed  world.  Maaual  labor  haa  given 
uii  the  t«!ioi>hone.  tho  toMgrapb.  tho 
typewriter,  the  eash  regtater,  the  add- 
ing machine,  tho  autemobllo,  the  mo- 
tor tnick,  tho  railroad. 

•Machinery  aad  progreaa  have  btr- 
conic  aynonymouB,  almply  boeauae  the 
unm  of  machinery  la  anothor  way  of 
Implying  inoroaaod  ocooomy,  aoour- 
acy  and  all-rouBd  oftlelonoy. 

AaoMcy  or  KCMOBcy 

And  ao  it  la  with  good  roads.  They 
are  an  agoncy  of  erflclancy  and  pro- 
greaa. Wo  need  »mly  make  a  at  tidy  of 
coinmunltlea  and  afotlona  of  the 
country  where  good  roada  exint.  And 
what  do  you  note?  An  atnioaphare 
of  industry  and  cruntontment,  of  proa- 
perlty  and  progreaa.  And  thon,  l.y 
turning  to  cunimunltloo  whoro  there 
are  till  good  roada,  wo  aoo  an  abaenre 
of  the  very  things  which  good  roada 
bring. 

In  aoini^  countriea,  good  roada  have 
been  malnUlned  (or  au  long  that  ihey 
no  longer  preaont  any  prnblom.  They 
have  been  In  oxiatonoo  for  genera - 
tlona.  Thla  la  particularly  true  of 
the  older  and  better  aettlod  aoairtrlea. 
Europe,  for  Instance.  proNnta  many 
cxninpi'N  of  wonderful  roada  built  a 
ihoii<<aiid  or  mora  yoara  ago  and 
maintained  In  parteot  aondltlon 
throughout  tho  agra.

plex ceil  Is  the  Initial  form  of  life, 
how  could  it  have  been  evolved  l>y 
means  of  there  reaident  forcea  out  of 
non-cellular  matter?  Ia  it  not  an  at 
tempt  to  get  sqmetbinf  mora  out  of

causuality  tenable  or  logtoaiT  One  ia 
tompted  to  aak.  whHfh  is  ths  greatsot  ? 
"the  song  of  the  singer?"  "the  sym- 
phony or  ths  oompoeer?"  "the  orea- 
ture  or  tho  creator?"  for  aneh  4vee< 
tlona  are  certainly  most  relevant.  An 
eminent  Engllah  lecturer  once  aald. 
'  Knibryonlc  Immature  life  is  never 
I eproductlve;  even  if  Ood  in  the  be- 
Klnnlnv  had  created  embryonic  imma- 
ture life  it  could  never  have  produced 
itself  KgRs  never  hatch  ecra,  apples 
nevfi  bear  applee;  it  takes  a  hen  to 
hati'h  cKK".  It  takes  a  tree  to  bear 
applen  All  thl.i  being  true  we  must 
aak  In  tho  nainn  of  science  and  of 
cormiion  «cn.i»«,  how  evolution  could 
have  evtr  l>ioiij{ht  Into  Ih-Iiik  mature 
life  tliat  waa  capable  of  rt-tooiluc 
tlon."  The  llieury  of  evolution  Is 
improved.  It  has  no  foundation  In 
science.  It  falls  down  at  the  most 
'  rucial  points.  It  cannot  anawer  orni 
truly  fundamental  queatlon  erven  in 
the  realm  of  solancs,  to  say  nothing 
of  philoaopby  and  religion.  Not  ao 
with  tho  doctrine  of  divine  creation: 
It  gives  an  ^adequate' explanation  of 
all  facts  and  phenomena.    Science  at 

Ita  beat  ean  only  deal  with  the  seen, 
the  ungible,  and  aeoesaiblo  things  of 
the  material  world  and  Is  whflly  re- 
stricted to  aueh  Inriastlcatlons.'  More- 
over the  agsregato  resnlta  hare  dis- 
covered nothing  whloh  affsots  in  the 
sllghteat  degree  the  Integrity  of  the 
foundation  of  Christianity.  Accord- 
ing to  "Amlcua"  in  tho  "Tlmea."  Lord 
Kelvin  tells  us  "that  physical  science 
haa  not  a  single  fact  to  oppose  to  any 
atatnient  of  Hcrlpture,  and  th^tt  scien- 
tific thought  Is  compelled  to  accept 
the  Idea  of  creative  power  and  in  tho 
belief  of  Cod."

There  are.  how- 
ever, few  huslnosa  ptoces  in  Montreal 
whers  BngUah  to  hot  understood, 
while  in  Toronto  thers  are  foer  ahopa 
or  sven  few  dnaaolal  houoee  where  a 
purchase  oovld  be  made  or  a  tran- 
ssctlon  carried  through  If  hnowledge 
of  French  waa  required.  Biron  In  the 
ITnlverslty  of  Toronto  French  to  prae- 
tlrally  an  nnknown  tongvo  among  the 
hodr  of  tho  atndente.  and  perhape  It 
is  not  so  very  different  tn  MoOlll. 
w  hirh  la  the  great  University  of  Mon- 
treal itaelf.  It  to  ttnCBrtnaato  that  It 
should  be  so,  ter  if  tbora  wore  pro- 
portionately aa  many  people  In  the 
Fngliah  pfovlnoss  who  eould  speak 
French  as  thsra  are  French  In  Que- 
her  who  can  speak  Engltoh  many 
prejudices  woold  be  diw)ollod  and 
national  roHaalon  iTovId  be  grgatlf 
strengthened. 

Toronto  to  the  atronghold  of  a  vigl. 
Innt  If  not  an  agreeelvo  rHilsMsiil 
Ism.  It  ta  often  deecrlbed  a»  the  Bel- 
fast of  North  Amerloa.  On  every 
Twelfth  of  July  the  Orai|go  parade  ia 
Toronto  at  least  rlvato  thh  eelohration 
of  the  Boyae  In  Belfast.  Tho  Orange 
element  to  a  great  If  not  a  dOflHnat- 
ing  Influence  in  civic  aflhtrs.  and  la 
the  eoonaela  of  the  ronosrvatlvp 
party  In  Toronto  and  the  surroundli^ 
eonatltuencles  Tn  Montreal  the  dom- 
inating Influenrea  are  FrOM 
Catholic.  To  belong  to  the 
Aaaoelatinn  would  he  a  fsfat 
cap  In  any  municipal  or  poHtlcal  eon 
test  In  hoth  ritiea.  howevsr.  thsffo 
are  frequent  manlfestationa  of  totor- 
anr«i  and  healthy  aubmergsnoa  of 
racial  and  religrloha  constdsrattom  in 
the  common  l-iterest.

randldels  for  the  Wsaas  of  Qommona 
been  elsotsd  In  any  of  Ita  political 
diviaionSL  la  that  year  a  aingle  Lib 
eral  waa  returned  becauae  thouaand^i 
of  Orangemen  gave  their  aupport  to 
Sir  Wilfred  Laurler  on  tha  Manitoi>u 
Cathollo  School  issus.  In  Montreal 
every  ooaotltueney  to  reproaented  by 
a  Lib  seal  Member  ia  the  Houee  of 
Commons.  In  the  last  Parliament  two 
Cnionlsis  sat  for  Montreal  constiiu 
endes,  but  neither  waa  re-elected.  In- 
deed, the  total  Liberal  majority  In 
the  twelve  divisions  of  the  city  ITSs 
over  luo  000.  i.ong  ago.  under  Blr 
John  .Macdonald,  Montreal  was  as 
Conservative  as  Tot  onto,  and  the 
common  bond  was  devoted  to  a  pro- 
tectionist tariff.  Montroal  is  still  pro- 
tectionist, but  elects  only  Liberal  pro 

tecildiilgti,,   Toronto  to  still  piolectlnn 

tot,  but  will  not  elect  l  iberal  pre- 
tdoliaAisi.' 

"l>abUc  Uwnerahlp" 
In  Tori>nto  what  la  described  as 
"public  ownership"  haa  almoat  be- 
come a  religion.  The  city  is  the  chief 
Bupi..rt  of  the  Provincial  hydo-ele<-- 
trl<  p  .wer  and  lighting  system.  The 
street  ralhva\  has  been  purchased  t>y 
ths  municipality  und  ts  operated  by  a 
civic  coniiMLSsion  Influences  i-entrred 
in  Toronto  were  signally  Influential 
In  the  movement  to  liave  the  Cana- 
<Uan  Northern,  Grand  Trunk,  and 
Granii  Trunk  Pacific  Ilallwa\s  taken 
over  by  the  Government  With  a  ain 
gle  exception  all  the  dally  newspapers 
of  Toronto  are  uncompromising  ad- 
vocates of  •public  i  w  tiershlp."  The 
ont,  except!,  ri  nialnlnins  a  Judicial 
attitude,  but  as  an  orKan  of  tho  Con- 
servative party  practically  gives  con- 
sent to  the  policy  of  national  control 
over  rallwayo  which  was  est.ibllshed 
by  the  liorden  und  Melgheri  <Joverii 
ment.'i. 

Among  the  newspapers  of  Mon- 
treal there  l.s  lo.t  a  single  advocate  of 
"public  ownership,"  nor  one  that  Is 
Jiot  resolutely  opposed  to  national 
railways.  There  Is  no  traiiiw-uy  ser- 
V  li  e  in  the  I'rovlnco  of  guebec.  oper- 
ated by  a  municipal  council  por  any 
great  power  system  that  Is  not  in  |irl- 
vafe  hands.  Tlie  whole  policy  of  Mon- 
treal and  Quebec  is  to  depend  on  pri- 
vate capitalists  for  necessary  public 
fiervicrs  and  to  let  "business  alone.  " 
This  waa  the  te.aching  of  Sir  Wilfred 
Laurler,  as  it  is  the  attitude  of  the 
Quebec  Leglslutiiie  and  the  Qucheo 
Delegations  in  the  Senate  and  the 
House  of  tJommons.  '  Mor  eover,  tl>e 
French  Province  seems  to  be  abso- 
lutely unarecled  by  the  spread  of 
nationalizing  doctrines  in  Ontario 
and  the  Western  I'rovlnceH.  and  the 
hearty  <lrn  u  nclat  lo  n  I.y  the  news- 
papers of  Toronto  of  ■  capitalist  Mon- 
treal" and  "truat-ridden  Quebse." 


Toronto,  If.  not  greatly  la  love  with 
Prohibition*  iB  the  ei^ttal  of  a  Prov- 
ince where  dry  laws  are  enforced, 
.tnd  where  most  of  tho  newepapsrs 
and  a  majority  of  ths  people  are  be- 
hind the  reetrletlonista  Montreal  and 
Quebeo,  however,  wUl  not  have  Pro- 
hibition, and  ths  Press,  both  French 
and  Bngliah,  rsjsots  ths  exampto  of  a 
continent  and  defends  a  systsm  of 
liquor  control  which  to  putting  mil- 
lions of  dollars  Into  ths  Qusboo 
Treaaury  and  reooneUlng  many  trav- 
ellers to  a  Winter  climate  whloh  per- 
haps to  not  all  that  eould  be  deelred. 
Toronto  to  in  fhvor  of,  and  Montreal 
is  opposed  to,  woman  auftraga.  In 
Toronto  Lahor  Is  more  strongly  or- 
ganised than  In  any  ether  eftlos  of 
Canada  except  'Winnipeg  and  "Van- 
couver. In  Montreal  and  throughout 
Quebeo  tho  "open  shop"  to  oommon. 
Again,  Toronto  to  the  etronghold  of 
the  International  unions  afllllated  to 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
whils  In  Montreal  and  in  other  indus- 
trial oentrea  of  the  French  Provlnoe 
thsps  ars  many  CathoUe  untons  and 
atrong  support  for  ths  Canadian  Fed- 
eration of  Labor,  which  would  de- 
prive American  labor  leadera  of  any 
direct  authority  in  Canada.  • 

Finally  there  Is  an  Intense  rivalry 
batwesn  tha  banking  and  llnanotol 
institutions  of  Toronto  and  Montreal. 
Now  and  again  thto  rivalry  even  goes 
ao  fsr  as  to  affsct  personal  relations, 
and  givss  tha  color  of  fact  to  the 
veriest  gossip  and  a  degree  of  support 
for  svsry  speolee  of  malicloue  nunor. 
The  Frees  of  Toronto  dlaeovera  re- 
marhahto  objections  to  projects 
whloh  oriflnato  at  Montreal:  while 
tho  frmint  Montreal  girds  at  pollti- 
oal  propoaato  and  even  at  oommerdal 
poHoleo  whloh  originate  In  the  Nasar- 
eth  of  Ontario.  Curlouely  enough, 
however,  few  people  who  go  from 
Toronto  to  live  hi  Montreal  fall  to 
develop  a  real  aSeetlon  for  tho  Etost- 
ern  city,  whllo  thoee  who  oome  from 
Montrsal  to  Uvs  In  Toronto  And  thslr 
aurroundlngs  vsry  pleaaaat.  and  dis- 
cover in  ths  "Pharisees'*  of  Ontario 
a  happy,  tolerant,  and  neighborly 
psopls.  If  for  twsivs  months  the 
Leaguo  of  Nations  oould  givs  Toronto 
a  maadato  over  Montreal  and  Mon- 
treal a  like  mandate  over  Toronto, 
most  of  tho  suspleions  and  differ- 
encee.  wHtdh  after  all  are  nsore  per- 
plexing then  amtising,  would  dlsap- 
psar,  gnd  perhaps  even  tha  Bt.  Jeaa- 
Baptlstp  ■ooloty  and  tho  Oipuage  Aa- 
sootatlon  would  emhraoe  and  forget.
